Terry  '70  and  Carol  Ann  'll  Koons: 

A KAV  by  any  Other  Name

When  you  first  meet  Elizabethtown  College  Trustee  Terry 
Koons  ’70  and  his  wife,  Carol  Ann  ’71,  you  can’t  help 
hut  he  struck  hy  the  depth  of  their  passion  for  each  other, 
for  their  family,  and  for  their  alma  mater.  That  passion  for 
Elizabethtown  College  now  will  he  reflected  on  campus  with 
a new  name  for  an  old  space. 

The  Koons  family,  which  includes  Terry’s  parents 
C.  Glenn  and  Lorraine  Koons,  has  agreed  to  name  the  Event 
Space  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  recently  renovated 
Brossman  Commons. 

Beginning  in  August  2009,  this  large  multi-purpose 
room,  used  hy  students,  faculty  and  the  administration  for  a 
variety  of  events — from  the  Annual  Scholarship  Luncheon, 
to  late-night  movies  and  dances  during  S.W.E.E.T.  Weekends, 
to  stellar  performances  hy  the  College’s  musical  groups — will 
he  known  as  the  Koons  Activity  Venue,  or  the  KAV 
(pronounced  “cave”). 

It  seems  fitting  that  the  Koons  family  would  name  a place 
where  dances  take  place. 

“Saturday  night  dances  were  held  in  the  gym  of  the 
old  Student  Center  when  we  were  students,”  Carol  Ann 
recalls.  “And  Terry  and  I met  at  one  of  those  dances  near 
the  beginning  of  my  freshman  year — November  1968.” 

By  the  following  May,  the  two  were  “pinned”  and  in  love. 
Terry  lived  in  Ober,  and  Carol  Ann  lived  in  Myer.  He  was  a 
junior,  and  she  was  a freshman.  But  Carol  Ann  accelerated 
her  studies  by  going  to  school  in  the  summers  so  she  could 
graduate  soon  after  Terry.  They  were  married  in  June  1970. 

“We  got  married  in  the  chapel  of  Rider  Hall,”  Terry 
remembers.  “It  was  a small  wedding  with  good  friends.”  Rider 
Hall,  a well-known  building  on  campus,  was  tom  down  after 
closing  in  1989.  “But  we  do  have  a brick  from  the  building,” 
Carol  Ann  says. 

Since  their  graduations,  Terry  and  Carol  Ann  have 
remained  close  to  the  College. 

Both  believe  the  best  parts  of  their  years  at  Elizabethtown 
were  the  friendships  they  made  and  meeting  each  other — 
“that  was  the  very  best  thing,”  Terry  adds.  College  friends  kept 
them  connected,  and  it  helped  to  be  within  driving  distance 
so  they  could  attend  an  occasional  soccer  game. 

And  they  always  had  the  example  of  Terry’s  parents 
before  them.  Terry  says  his  parents  are  members  of  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren  and  always  supported  the  College.  As  a child, 
he  attended  youth  events  on  campus.  Terry  and  Carol  Ann 
also  are  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  and  the 
couple  says  his  parents  taught  them  about  the  importance 
of  giving  hack.

In  1998,  Wayne  Nicarry  asked  Terry  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  By  then,  Terry  had  joined 
the  family  business  in  Chambersburg,  Pa.  He  helped  to  guide 
its  growth  from  a comer  grocery  store  in  the  1970s  to  a larger, 
well-known  specialty  market  called  The  Butcher  Shoppe.  He 
retired  in  2006. 

On  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Terry  has  been  involved 
with  the  Student  Affairs  and  Trusteeship  committees.  He 
currently  serves  as  the  chairman  of  the  Building  and  Grounds 
Committee,  which  was  charged  with  overseeing  the  project  to 
construct  the  new  Athletics  complex  on  campus.  Incidentally, 
Terry  was  the  first  one  to  suggest  “The  J ay  Walk”  as  a name 
for  the  project. 

While  it’s  not  hard  to  support  Elizabethtown  College, 
Terry  says  that  it  was  a tough  decision  to  agree  to  the  publicity 
that  came  with  naming  the  KAV.  This  family,  with  its  Church 
of  the  Brethren  roots,  isn’t  in  the  habit  of  doing  things  just  to 
get  noticed — that’s  not  the  way  things  are  done. 

“It  was  a stretch  to  have  our  name  attached  to  anything,” 
he  says.  “This  is  hard  for  us,  and  we  aren’t  doing  it  for  the 
publicity.”  Then  he  slowly  smiles  and  quietly  adds,  “You  know, 
the  space  really  did  need  a name.”

Errors  and  Clarifications 


The  photograph  below  of  the  2008  inductees  of  the  Ira  R.  Herr  Hall  of  Fame 
appeared  in  the  Winter  2009  Elizabethtown  Magazine.  The  gentleman  on  the  far 
left  is  Melvin  Longenecker  ’56,  not  Coach  Owen  Wright,  as  identified  in  the  caption 
in  the  publication.  Additionally,  to  clarify,  Mr.  Longenecker  was  awarded  three 
varsity  letters  in  each  of  three  sports — men’s  soccer,  men’s  tennis  and  men’s 
basketball — -for  a total  of  nine  letters.  As  worded,  the  sentence  could  have  been 
misinterpreted  to  say  that  Mr.  Longenecker 
only  was  awarded  three  letters  total,  one  in 
each  sport.  The  editor  regrets  the  confusion 
the  error  and  poorly  worded  sentence  may 
have  caused  for  our  alumni  and  extends  her 
sincerest  apology  to  Mr.  Longenecker. 
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ver  the  past  nine  months,  the  economic 
crisis  has  hit  colleges  hard.  We  have  not  been 
damaged  nearly  as  much  as  others  in  the  short 
run.  But,  in  the  long  run,  economic  shifts  will 
dramatically  alter  the  higher  education  market- 
place. Although  the  demand  for  higher  education 
remains  robust,  the  changing  economic  environ- 
ment will  require  us  to  change  our  approach. 

Several  long-term  trends  had  been  significantly 
changing  the  higher  education  marketplace  even 
before  the  economic  downturn.  Demographically, 
we  are  in  a declining  region.  Larger,  lower-cost 
providers  are  enrolling  an  increasing  proportion 
of  students,  and  small  private  colleges  are  losing 
market  share.  Over  time,  the  preferred  size  of 
college  among  prospective  students  has  been 
increasing.  For-profit  and  Internet  providers  with 
dramatically  lower  prices  and  cost  structures 
have  entered  the  marketplace.  The  public's 
perception  of  the  differential  value  among  these 
providers  has  decreased,  eroding  the  competitive 
advantage  of  small  colleges.  And,  as  college  costs 
have  risen,  families'  capacity  and  willingness  to 
pay  have  decreased,  requiring  more  financial  aid 
from  colleges  and  mounting  debt  for  students. 

All  of  that  was  true  before  the  recent  economic 
collapse.  Now  the  long-term  consequences  of 
those  trends  are  accelerated  and  exacerbated, 
creating  severe  challenges  for  colleges  across 
the  country.  Increasing  interest  in  lower-cost 
alternatives  is  well-documented.  Financial  need 
is  increasing  across  a broad  spectrum  of  families. 
Asset  bases,  particularly  home  values  and  invest- 
ment portfolios,  have  declined  dramatically, 
altering  families'  capacity  to  borrow  for  higher 
education.  Even  when  families  can  support 
borrowing,  capital  is  more  difficult  to  secure 
from  stressed  banks.  Concerns  about  costs  have 
led  colleges  to  limit  tuition  increases  and  increase 
financial  aid,  with  the  effect  of  substantially 
reducing  net  revenues.  And  the  precipitous 
decline  in  endowment  values  has  limited 
institutional  capacity  to  fund  operations. 

But  won't  everything  go  back  to  normal  once 
the  recession  is  over?  Three  aspects  of  the  current 
situation  would  suggest  otherwise.  First,  our 
problem  was  already  accelerating  prior  to  the 
recession,  so  even  the  "normal"  situation  is  one 
that  will  significantly  challenge  us  in  years  ahead. 
Second,  this  is  not  just  an  ordinary  recession.  As 
Moody's  has  indicated,  this  recession  will  likely 
change  consumer  behavior  with  regard  to  higher 
education,  as  more  families  seek  an  education 


that  is  "good  enough" 
for  an  affordable  price. 

Third,  the  continued 
maturation  of  electronic 
media  as  an  educational 
tool  will  enable  some 
providers  to  create  viable, 
low-cost  delivery  systems  that  will  significantly 
challenge  traditional  collegiate  educational  models. 

I don't  think  we  can  continue  to  count  on  the 
favorable  conditions  or  monopoly  on  distribution 
we  have  enjoyed. 

We  face  two  basic  dilemmas:  a)  how  to 
deliver  a rich  education  of  exceptional  quality 
and  potency  for  a cost  that  will  enable  people 
to  access  that  experience;  and  b)  how  to  make 
our  educational  program  sufficiently  distinctive 
and  attractive  that  it  is  both  distinguishing  and 
compelling  in  the  marketplace.  With  the  tools 
currently  at  our  disposal,  it  is  difficult  even  to 
think  about  how  to  deliver  growing  value  without 
growing  costs,  so  we  need  some  imaginative 
new  ideas  to  address  this  dilemma.  We  will  not 
abandon  educational  excellence  for  our  students, 
and  we  must  press  ahead  to  improve  our  programs 
to  claim  regional  and  national  leadership.  But  we 
also  cannot  sustain  our  current  price  and  cost 
trajectory,  which  is  increasingly  vulnerable  in  a 
market  where  growing  numbers  are  willing  to 
settle  for  "good  enough"  for  the  sake  of  lower  cost. 

The  current  circumstance  has  affected 
everyone,  and  many  institutions  have  retreated 
from  ambition  to  ensure  that  they  can  weather 
the  storm.  In  that  context,  there  is  ample 
opportunity  for  Elizabethtown  to  exercise 
leadership  in  navigating  the  choppy  waters 
and  new  currents  that  will  follow  this  storm.  By 
undertaking  and  successfully  addressing  these 
new  challenges,  we  can  demonstrate  how  to 
achieve  excellence  and  distinction  at  a more 
affordable  cost,  and  we  can  ensure  that  our 
own  enterprise  is  fully  focused  on  providing 
the  most  compelling  learning  for  our  students. 

In  so  doing,  we  will  renew  Elizabethtown's 
historic  compact  of  excellence  and  access  for 
our  students,  and  we  will  move  this  college  to 
the  front  rank  of  institutions  that  will  truly  set 
the  pace  for  higher  education  in  this  dramatic 
new  era. 


Theodore  E.  Long

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The  Brand  That  Is  Elizabethtown  College

In  2006,  Elizabethtown  College 
President  Theodore  Long  recognized 
a challenge.  In  the  world  beyond  the 
campus,  the  College  was  not  well-known. 
Confident  that  Elizabethtown  College 
had  much  to  offer,  President  Long  set  out 
to  begin  a major  branding  initiative  with 
the  goal  of  expanding  awareness  of  the 
institution  beyond  traditional  markets. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  selected  a leading 
higher  education  communications  firm  to 
begin  the  process. 

Key  College  constituencies — faculty, 
staff,  current  and  prospective  students, 
guidance  counselors,  alumni,  parents, 
business  leaders,  Board  members  and 
local  government  officials — were 
interviewed.  The  result  was  a robust 
array  of  perceptions  of  Elizabethtown 
College.  Based  on  the  research,  the  firm 
identified  a coherent  set  of  elements  that 
characterize  the  E-town  brand,  reflecting 
the  major  dimensions  of  our  institutional 
identity.  The  project,  which  concluded 
in  April  2009,  offered  a marketing  plan 
replete  with  observations,  strategic 
recommendations  and  creative  concepts. 

1 joined  the  team  in  January  2009,  as  the 
new  executive  director  of  marketing 
and  communications. 

Elizabethtown  is  a complex  environ- 
ment rich  with  subtle  nuances;  I needed 
to  understand  those  nuances.  With  a 
background  in  classic  strategic  marketing 
in  both  corporate  and  higher  education 
fields,  I made  it  my  first  priority  to  meet 
with  as  many  people  as  possible  on  campus 
and  hear  their  impressions.  I wanted  to 
learn  everything  1 could  . . . and  fast. 

My  mom  gave  me  some  valuable  advice, 
to  “make  like  a sponge  and  not  like  a 
faucet” — meaning  listen,  don’t  talk.  I 
now  have  a notebook  full  of  thoughts  and 
perceptions  of  the  College  from  everyone 
I’ve  met.  The  story  of  the  College  begins 
with  the  people  who  have  been  touched 
by  it. 

My  second  step  was  to  take  the 
consulting  firm  report  and  personalize 
it  for  the  unique  environment  that  is 
Elizabethtown  College.  Pieces  started 
coming  together.  I knew  Elizabethtown 


was  a special  place,  certainly  unlike  many 
colleges  with  which  I was  familiar. 

What  has  impressed  me  most  is  the 
academic  rigor,  the  quality  of  the  students, 
the  commitment  and  dedication  of  the 
faculty,  and  the  impressive  accomplish- 
ments of  alumni.  This  is  my  focus  during 
the  branding  process.  There  is  something 
extraordinary  about  Elizabethtown 
College,  and  I find  the  students  and 
alumni  eager  to  share  the  impact  it 
has  had  on  their  lives.  To  capture  the 
essence  of  that  feeling  and  translate  that 
uniqueness  into  words  and  images  is  my 
challenge.  I am  confident  that  within 
five  years,  Elizabethtown  College  will  be 
a clearly  recognizable  brand  to  the  media, 
prospective  students  and  parents, 
corporations  and  the  public. 

We  made  some  early  moves  with  the 
Athletic  Department.  It’s  a great  NCAA 
Division  III  program,  with  a wonderful 
history,  and  deserves  to  be  promoted.  To 
this  end,  we  placed  a full-page  ad  in  the 
2009  Phillies  Yearbook,  showcasing  the 
program  and  the  College  to  more  than 
800,000  readers.  We’re  now  in  the  midst 
of  a complete  redesign  of  the  Athletics 
website.  The  Blue  Jays  will  continue  to 
be  integral  to  our  marketing  plan. 


Tactically,  we  have  specific  plans  to 
begin  the  branding  initiative.  Right  now, 
we  are  “reskinning”  critical  pages  on  the 
College’s  website,  with  a full  redesign  to 
follow  within  a year.  We  are  forming  two 
new  groups  on  campus,  the  Elizabethtown 
Marketing  and  Communications  Round- 
table and  the  Web/Digital  Council, 
both  of  which  will  collaborate  with  me 
in  moving  our  marketing  and  branding 
initiatives  forward. 

My  goal  is  to  bring  the  vision 
of  President  Long,  the  Board  and  the 
College’s  senior  staff  to  reality,  ensuring 
that  the  world  outside  fully  understands 
our  commitment  to  “Educate  for  Service” 
and  appreciates  the  foundation  of  our 
educational  mission — that  learning  is 
most  noble  when  used  to  benefit  others, 
regardless  of  the  chosen  career  path. 

We  will  showcase  the  faculty  as  the  very 
heart  of  the  Elizabethtown  brand  and 
our  alumni  as  exemplars  of  the  College, 
sharing  all  they  have  brought  to  the 
world  since  leaving  The  Dell.

ark  Lyons,  recipient  of  the 
Department  of  Mathematical  and 
Computer  Sciences’  2008  Outstanding 
Alumni  Award,  was  named  to  the 
College’s  Board  of  Trustees  in  fall  2008. 
The  chairman  and  chief  executive  officer 
of  Arch  Insurance  Group  served  two  years 
as  a member  of  the  College’s  Leadership 
Council.  During  his  service  as  trustee, 
Lyons  hopes  to  help  Elizabethtown  attain 
the  strategic  vision  laid  out  by  President 
Theodore  Long  and  the  Board,  promote 
Elizabethtown  as  a college-of-choice  for  an 
“ever-widening  global  audience,”  provide 
additional  viewpoints,  and  he  a thought- 
partner  to  his  new  trustee  colleagues. 

Lyons  is  a 1978  graduate  of  the 
College  with  a degree  in  mathematics. 

He  grew  up  in  Hamilton,  N.J.,  between 
Trenton  and  Princeton.  Lyons  worked 
as  a statistical  and  financial  analyst 
with  Scottish  & York  Insurance  Group, 
Princeton,  for  four  years  following 
graduation,  and  was  an  actuarial  manager 
with  American  International  Group 
(AIG),  an  actuarial  department  head 
with  Constitution  Reinsurance  Corp., 
and  a vice  president  and  actuary  with 
Berkshire  Hathaway  Group,  Commercial 
Casualty  Division,  all  in  New  York,  N.Y. 

In  1995,  Lyons  moved  to  the  Chicago 
suburbs  to  join  Zurich  Linancial  Services 
as  executive  vice  president.  In  2002, 
the  Elizabethtown  alumnus  joined  Arch 
Insurance  Group  as  executive  vice 
president  and  chief  actuary,  and  began 
commuting  weekly  to  New  York  City 
from  Chicago. 

Lyons  is  an  associate  of  the  Casualty 
Actuarial  Society  and  a member  of 
American  Academy  of  Actuaries.  In 
addition,  he  serves  on  the  St.  John’s 
University  Board  of  Overseers -School 
of  Risk  Management  and  is  an  annual 
supporter  of  Holy  Lamily  Lutheran  School 
in  downtown  Chicago. 

His  wife  of  29  years  is  Margaret 
“Peggy”  Stevens  ’78,  who  was  awarded 
Elizabethtown’s  1978  Alumni-Student 
Award  for  her  considerable  achievements 
at  the  College.  While  at  Elizabethtown, 
Peggy  was  first  in  her  class  with  a 4.00 
cumulative  grade  point  average,  Lyons 


notes.  The  couple  has  two  daughters — 
Kristen,  22,  a 2009  graduate  of  Valparaiso 
(Ind.)  University,  who  majored  in  mathe- 
matics and  secondary  education,  and 
Allison,  19,  a student  at  Wake  Lorest 
University  in  North  Carolina.  “I  continue 
to  he  interested  in  whatever  my  kids  do, 
day-to-day,  no  matter  how  big  or  small 
the  activity,”  Lyons  writes.  “Basically,  I 
love  having  daughters.” 

When  he’s  not  commuting  or 
supporting  his  daughters  in  their 
endeavors,  Lyons  is  a percussionist  and, 
until  recently,  was  the  five-year  drummer 
for  contemporary  services  at  Lutheran 
Church  of  the  Atonement.  He  coached 
girls’  fast  pitch  12U  and  14U  travel  teams 
and  served  four  years  of  “house”  coaching 
in  the  Barrington,  111.,  area.  Until  recently, 
when  a back  injury  took  him  out  of  the 
game,  Lyons  was  “regularly  going  to 
batting  cages  and  hitting  80  miles  per 
hour  from  both  sides  of  the  plate.” 

Baseball  seems  to  he  a theme  for  the 
alumnus,  as  his  annual  offsite  meetings 
with  key  distribution  executives  have 
featured  golfing  with  Steve  Garvey, 


Johnny  Bench  and  Joe  Morgan,  and  he 
and  several  friends  go  to  Scottsdale,  Ariz., 
during  the  last  week  of  March  to  watch 
Major  League  Baseball  pre-season  Cactus 
League  games  during  the  day  and  then 
watch  NIT  and  NCAA  tournament  games 
at  night.  Afterward  they  take  a seven-hour 
drive  to  Las  Vegas  to  watch  the  Pinal  Pour. 

Lyons  is  an  avid  Star  Trek  fan,  but  not 
a “rabid-dog-like  fan,”  who  has  a “bias 
towards  the  well-written  episodes  with 
time  paradoxes.” 

About  three  years  ago,  Lyons 
reconnected  with  Elizabethtown  and 
purchased  a deferred  gift  annuity  as  part 
of  his  retirement  strategy  and  to  help  the 
funding  needs  of  the  College.  “I  started 
planning  and  overtly  implementing  my 
retirement  funding  plan  at  age  42,”  he 
writes.  In  addition  to  his  monetary 
contribution  to  the  College,  Lyons  also 
has  provided  internships  for  Elizabethtown 
mathematics  students  over  the  past 
few  years. 
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2009  Ware  Lecturer  Advocates  for  Citizen  Diplomacy 


Uncomfortable  with  the  isolation  of 
the  spotlight,  Jody  Williams — with 
the  engaging  style  of  a political  candidate 
working  a campaign  event — walked 
through  the  auditorium  and  personally 
greeted  many  of  those  in  attendance 
before  taking  the  stage  to  offer  the  2009 
Ware  Lecture  on  Peacemaking.  Then, 
from  an  arm  chair,  Williams  spoke  about 
peace  in  much  the  same  manner  a friend, 
sitting  at  a kitchen  table,  would  chat 
about  the  kids’  upcoming  softball  game 
or  community  yard  sale.  Her  message, 
personal  and  compelling,  called  on  each 
and  every  individual  to  be  accountable 
for  positive  change  in  the  world. 

Williams — founding  coordinator  and 
campaign  ambassador  of  the  International 
Campaign  to  Ban  Landmines  (ICBL)  — 
was  the  driving  force  behind  an  unprece- 
dented partnership  between  governments, 
international  agencies,  and  the  ICBL  that 
created  the  1997  international  treaty 
banning  antipersonnel  landmines.  The 
ICBL  effort  started  humbly,  with  the 
backing  of  two  non-governmental 
organizations,  the  Vietnam  Veterans  of 
America  Foundation  and  a German 
medical  relief  organization,  and  a staff 
of  one — Williams.  It  took  five  years  from 
the  campaign  launch  in  the  New  York

office  of  Human  Rights  Watch  until  the 
treaty  was  signed  by  122  nations  in  Oslo, 
Norway.  One  week  after  the  signing, 
Williams  became  the  10th  woman — and 
only  third  American  woman — in  history 
to  receive  the  Nohel  Peace  Prize. 

“The  campaign  is  so  much  more  than 
getting  rid  of  landmines,”  said  Williams 
from  the  Leffler  Chapel  stage.  “It  showed 
ordinary  people,  coming  together  with  a 
common  cause,  have  the  power  to  make 
a difference.” 

Putting  forth  her  personal  experience 
as  an  example  of  the  powerful  impact 


one  individual  can  have,  Williams 
recalled  her  earliest  efforts,  volunteering 
“a  couple  hours  a week,”  handing  out 
fliers  and  talking  with  people  about  issues 
that  meant  something  to  her.  “Every  time 
you  take  that  one  little  step,  every  time 
you  dare  to  ...  try  to  make  change  happen 
about  something  you  really  care  about,  it’s 
easier  the  next  time,”  she  reflected. 

“Peace  is  getting  up  every  single  day 
and  finding  a way  to  contribute  to  making 
the  world  a better  place.  Peace  is  accepting 
your  human  responsibility  to  be  an  agent 
of  change — whatever  change  you  decide 
[to  make],”  she  said.  “You  don’t  have  to 
care  about  what  I care  about.  I just  want 
you  to  care  about  something.” 

A highlight  of  the  College’s  annual 
cultural  event  series,  the  Ware  Lecture  on 
Peacemaking  is  part  of  the  multi-faceted 
Ware  Colloquium  on  Peacemaking  and 
Global  Citizenship.  Delivered  under  the 
auspices  of  the  College’s  Center  for  Global 
Citizenship,  the  Ware  Colloquium  has 
brought  internationally  known  speakers — 
including  F.W.  de  Klerk,  former  president 
of  South  Africa,  and  Mary  Robinson, 
former  president  of  Ireland — to  central 
Pennsylvania.  The  Colloquium  was 
created  through  the  generous  sponsorship 
of  Judy  S.  ’68  and  Paul  W.  Ware. 


Leffler  Memorial  Lecturer  Highlights  Refugee  Issues 


As  the  featured  lecturer  of  the  2009 
1 V.  Carlos  R.  and  Georgiana  E.  Leffler 
Memorial  Lecture,  Kieu  Chinh — a star 
of  “The  Joy  Luck  Club” — chronicled  her 
survival  of  conflicts  in  Vietnam  and 
Indochina,  her  rise  to  stardom,  and  her 
dedicated  activism  on  behalf  of  those  in 
her  native  land.  The  event  highlighted 
this  year’s  Women’s  History  Month  series. 

Still  struggling  now  and  then  to  find 
just  the  right  word  in  a language  that  is 
not  her  native  tongue,  Chinh  shared  her 
unforgettable  tale  of  survival  as  a refugee. 

“I  am  here  not  as  a woman,  but  as  a 
human  being  . . . trying  now  to  reach  out  to 
others,”  she  said,  as  she  reflected  thankfully 
on  the  many  people  who  have  aided  her 
along  the  way.  “I  can  never  pay  them  back. 
I have  to  pass  it  on  to  others.” 


The  recipients  of  Chinh’s  gratitude  have 
been  the  children  of  Vietnam.  Along  with 
Terry  Anderson,  Chinh  is  co-chairperson  of 
the  Vietnam  Children’s  Fund,  a nonprofit 
agency  dedicated  to  building  schools  in  the 
most  damaged  areas  of  Vietnam.  Through 
their  efforts,  45  schools  have  been  con- 
structed with  room  for  more  than  30,000 
children.  In  recognition  of  her  efforts, 
Chinh  was  named  “Refugee  of  the  Year”  by 
the  U.S.  Congress  in  1990  and  received 
the  “Warrior  Woman  Award”  from  the 
Asian  Pacific  Women’s  Network. 

The  Carlos  R.  and  Georgiana  E. 

Leffler  Memorial  Lecture  was  created  by 
Linda  ’67  and  Patrick  Castagna.

Annual  Celebration  of  Student  Scholarship,  Creativity  Grows 


Scholarship  and  Creative  Arts  Day 
2009  showcased  the  exceptional 
work  of  more  than  400  students,  almost 
doubling  the  participation  of  last  year’s 
inaugural  event.  In  addition  to  the  broad 
collection  of  student  presentations, 
performances  and  exhibits  representing 
every  academic  discipline  on  campus, 
this  year’s  event  was  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  annual  Occupational  Therapy 
Scholarship  Day  and  included  the  special 
annual  recital  of  vocal  and  instrumental 
performances  by  Elizabethtown  students, 
an  Earth  Day  exhibit  and  community  art 
project,  and  opening  and  closing  events 
featuring  student  performances. 

In  their  letter  to  the  community, 
President  Theodore  Long  and  Provost 
and  Senior  Vice  President  Susan  Traverso 
lauded  the  quality  of  the  research  and 
caliber  of  the  performances  of  this  year’s 
event  as  being  at  “the  high  level  of 
excellence"  characteristic  of  Elizabeth- 
town  students.  “We  expect  the  energy 
created  by  this  celebration  to  spill  over 
into  future  academic  years,  as  students  are 
energized  by  the  process  of  investigation 
and  they  experience  the  value  of  ‘digging 
deeper'  and  using  their  abundant 
intellectual  gifts  to  serve,”  they  wrote. 

Highlighting  the  student  conference 
was  a keynote  presentation  by  Dr.  Paul 
Farmer,  recognized  humanitarian  and 
founding  director  of  Partners  in  Health. 
At  the  opening  of  his  remarks,  Dr.  Farmer 
referenced  the  Scholarship  and  Creative 
Arts  Day  tagline,  “making  the  world 
better  one  idea  at  a time,”  saying  that  it 
“exemplifies  a way  of  living”  at  the  heart 


of  the  solution  of  today’s  most  challenging 
issues.  He  went  on  to  discuss  the  current 
public  health  crisis  and  how  intellectual 
service,  which  is  celebrated  during 
Elizabethtown’s  annual  student  confer- 
ence, is  making  great  strides  in  addressing 
the  need  in  the  world’s  most  under- 
privileged areas.  In  his  position  as  Partners 
in  Health  director,  Dr.  Farmer  provides 


direct  health  care  services  and  undertakes 
research  and  advocacy  activities  on  behalf 
of  those  who  are  sick  and  living  in  poverty. 
His  work  draws  primarily  on  active 
clinical  practice  and  focuses  on  diseases 
that  disproportionately  afflict  the  poor, 
including  AIDS  and  tuberculosis. 


Throughout  Scholarship  and  Creative  Arts  Day,  the 
halls  of  the  Masters  Center  were  filled  with  poster 
presentations  by  students  representing  a broad 
collection  of  disciplines. 


Every  year,  cross-functional  student  teams  in  the 
Physics  and  Engineering  Department  design  and 
build  sustainable  energy  systems.  On  Scholarship  and 
Creative  Arts  Day,  six  teams  demonstrated  systems 
they  designed  and  constructed  to  harness  wind  power 
and  convert  it  to  electricity.  Director  of  Engineering 
Programs  Jean  Fullerton  mentored  the  groups. 


Dr.  Paul  Farmer,  recognized  human- 
itarian and  founding  director  of 
Partners  in  Health,  began  his  keynote 
address  by  noting  that  intellectual 
service  "exemplifies  a way  of  living" 
at  the  heart  of  the  solution  for 
today's  most  challenging  issues.

According  to  College  President 
Theodore  Long,  Varamini’s  appointment  to 
this  important  role  recognizes  his  significant 
service  to  the  institution  and  honors  the 
expressed  wishes  of  the  endowed  chair’s 
creators.  “Since  joining  our  faculty  in  2000, 
Dr.  Varamini  has  distinguished  himself  as 
a teacher,  scholar  and  faculty  leader.  With 
his  guidance,  our  International  Business 
program  has  become  even  stronger,  and  he 
has  been  one  of  the  leaders  in  our  College- 
wide effort  to  enhance  global  education  for 
all  of  our  students,”  says  Long.

Before  joining  Elizabethtown’s  faculty  in 
2000,  he  taught  at  St.  Norbert  College  and 
Montana  State  University -Billings,  and 
served  as  visiting  scholar  at  the  University 
of  Wisconsin -Milwaukee.  Varamini  is  the 
author  of  20  published  articles  and  has 
presented  numerous  papers  at  national  and 
international  scholarly  meetings  in  the  areas 
of  finance,  international  economics  and 
econometrics,  the  primary  fields  in  which 
he  teaches. 

Lorraine  Jamieson,  sister  of  Craig,  was 
a non-degreed  alumna  of  the  Class  of  1935. 
Although  she  was  a student  at  Elizabeth- 
town for  only  a short  time,  Jamieson 
frequently  returned  to  the  College  for 
reunions  and  activities,  and  supported  the 
institution  through  her  contributions. 
Through  the  remainder  of  a charitable 
trust,  which  she  and  other  members  of  her 
family  funded  during  their  lifetimes,  and 
with  additional  testamentary  gifts,  a lasting 
educational  legacy  has  been  established  in 
the  College’s  Department  of  Business.

SMILES  ABOUND  AT  CHILDREN'S 
MATH  AND  SCIENCE  EVENT

Learning  math  and  science  concepts  can  he 
challenging  work  for  children.  But  thanks  to 
the  efforts  of  Elizabethtown’s  science  and 
mathematics  education  students  and  faculty, 
more  than  100  local  children  learned  with  a 
SMILE  at  the  inaugural  Science  and  Math 
Institute  for  Learning  in  E-town  held  in 
February  2009.  The  event — a first-time 
collaboration  between  the  math  and  science 
education  disciplines — sparked  the  children’s 
interest  in  the  subjects  and  provided  a great 
experiential-learning  opportunity  for  the 
College’s  education  majors. 

During  SMILE,  kindergarten  through 
fifth-grade  students  from  the  Elizabethtown 
Area  School  District  learned  the  basics  of  math  and  science  as  they  participated  in  fun- 
focused  activities,  such  as  tossing  a bean  bag  and  rolling  dice.  Seemingly  just  enjoyable, 
each  of  these  activities  fostered  learning  of  fundamental  concepts — reasoning,  observation, 
inquiry,  estimation,  measurement,  geometry,  patterns  and  algebra. 

The  children  were  guided  from  one  concept  to  the  next  by  their  “Adventures  in 
Science  and  Math  Passports.”  And  at  the  close  of  the  day,  the  children  were  given  CDs 
with  instructions  for  the  science  experiments  and  math  tangram  puzzles  so  parents 
could  replicate  the  activities  using  common  household  materials. 

Math  education  major  Amy  Huttenstine  ’09,  one  of  the  math  activity  leaders  of 
SMILE,  said  the  event  had  a “fun  and  exciting  atmosphere”  and  the  children  really 
enjoyed  the  hands-on  approach.  “I  thought  that  [it]  went  very  well,”  says  Huttenstine. 

The  teachers-in-training,  who  conducted  the  activities,  learned  just  as  much  as 
the  students,  notes  elementary  and  special  education  major  Crystal  Illigasch  ’09,  who 
was  co-president  of  the  College’s  chapter  of  the  National  Science  Teachers  Association. 
“All  who  participated  took  away  valuable  lessons  and  strategies  to  further  enhance 
their  professional  development  as  teachers,”  Illigasch  reflects.  NSTA  Co-President 
Jen  Ketchen  ’09,  also  an  elementary  and  special  education  major,  states,  “It  was  a 
wonderful  opportunity  to  collaborate  with  the  Elizabethtown  Area  School  District 
and  provide  students  with  experiences  in  science  and  math  education.” 

For  Marla  Jones,  NSTA  chapter  advisor  and  Science  in  Motion  site  director  and 
mobile  educator,  the  experience  of  watching  her  students  put  into  practice  what  they’ve 
learned  in  the  classroom  was  rewarding.  “It’s  really  wonderful  to  watch  our  students  as 
they  see  the  children  ‘get  it,’”  Jones  says.  “The  children’s  parents  are  always  very  impressed 
with  the  professionalism  of  our  students  and  their  thought-provoking  questions.”

FINDING  BLESSINGS  IN  THE  SHADOWS 

The  premiere  of  Associate  Professor  of  English  John  Rohrkemper’s  most  recent  play, 
“God  Bless  the  Shadows,”  offered  six  student  actors  the  unique  opportunity  to  interpret 
roles  never  before  played  as  they  benefited  from  the  insights  and  experience  of  the 
playwright  and  regionally  respected  professional  actors. 

In  March  2009,  “God  Bless  the  Shadows”  premiered  in  a dramatic  reading  at  the 
College.  According  to  Rohrkemper,  the  historical  play — which  is  the  story  of  the  last 
days  of  Mark  Twain’s  oldest  daughter,  Susy  Clemens— has  its  origins  in  his  scholarly 
work  on  the  social  history  of  the  19th  century.  “Plays  are  a wonderful  place  to  deal  with 
historical  events  in  a way  that  explores  relationships,  makes  ritual  and  breaks  down 
time,”  he  explains.  “God  Bless  the  Shadows”  is  the  latest  in  a cycle  of  plays  Rohrkemper 
has  written  that  deal  with  memory  and  focus  on  the  period.  The  dramatic  work  opens 
with  the  24-year-old  Susy,  tossing  and  turning  in  her  sick  bed  in  the  final  days  of  her 
battle  with  spinal  meningitis.  As  the  story  unfolds  through  the  memories  of  Susy  and  her 
family,  the  play  pieces  together  the  events  that  shaped  this  happiest  and  saddest  of  lives. 

The  cast  comprised  three  theater  professionals — Lydia  Brubaker,  Laura  Korach  Howell 
and  Chet  Williamson — and  six  student  actors — Sam  Gillam  ’09,  Emily  Knitter  ’ll, 

Jess  Mathews  ’ll,  Alyssa  Miller  ’09,  Kristina  Psitos  TO  and  Jennifer  Schoonmaker  TO. 
Lindsey  Evans  T 1 served  as  stage  manager.  For  Rohrkemper,  the  efforts  of  the  mixed  cast 
of  students  and  theatre  professionals  allowed  him  to  refine  his  work.  And  while  the  play 
improved,  the  students  also  benefited  from  the  opportunity  to  watch  “how  hard  talented, 
seasoned  actors  work  to  do  a good  job,”  the  Elizabethtown  professor  explains. 

Alyssa  Miller,  a dual  major  in  mathematics  and  theatre  performance,  was  drawn 
to  the  idea  of  playing  a historical  role.  “The  only  other  time  I had  worked  on 

a historical  piece  was  when  I did  ‘The 
Diary  of  Anne  Frank’  in  spring  2008,” 
Miller  reflects.  “[This  play]  was  a unique 
experience.  There  was  no  [other  actor’s 
portrayal]  to  be  compared  to,  so  it  gave 
me  some  freedom  with  the  role.” 

Jennifer  Schoonmaker,  a rising 
senior  majoring  in  biology  and  minoring 
in  psychology,  enjoyed  the  experience 
of  working  directly  with  the  playwright. 
“Dr.  Rohrkemper  is  a brilliant  and 
experienced  actor  and  teacher,  as  well 
as  a playwright,”  says  Schoonmaker.  “He 
was  incredibly  helpful  and  has  taught 
me  a lot  about  reaching  deeper  into  a 
character  and  expressing  several  of  a 
"God  Bless  the  Shadows"  playwright  John  character’s  emotions  at  [the  same]  time.”

ELIZABETHTOWN  SETS  PACE  IN  FIGHT  AGAINST  CANCER 
In  a year  when  fundraising  for  nonprofits  was  particularly  difficult,  Elizabethtown’s 
chapter  of  Colleges  Against  Cancer  surpassed  its  goal  by  raising  more  than  $87,000 
through  the  2009  Relay  for  Life  event.  This  hugely  successful  effort  resulted  in 
Elizabethtown  being  one  of  only  four  Pennsylvania  colleges  recognized  this  year  with 
the  American  Cancer  Society’s  Pacesetter  Award. 

For  Colleges  Against  Cancer  co-presidents  Rachel  Rohland  ’09  and  Jaclyn  Scott  ’09, 
the  March  2009  event  was  a labor  of  love,  horn  of  heart-wrenching  loss  and  undertaken 
with  the  sincerest  desire  to  be  part  of  finding  a cure  for  this  disease,  which  is  the  second 
leading  cause  of  death  in  the  United  States. 

Jaclyn  Scott,  was  drawn  to  the  effort  by  friends  during  Relay’s  first  year  on 
campus.  “Colleges  Against  Cancer  is  such  a great  cause,  and  I thought  it  was  something 
important  to  involve  myself  in,”  she  recalls.  “It  was  all  kind  of  distant  for  me  until 
our  first  Relay.  I remember  it  so  vividly.  That’s  when  everything  hit  home  for  me.” 

It  was  during  this  event  that  Scott  first  met  Craig  Anderson  ’09,  who  had  just  returned  to 
Elizabethtown  after  undergoing  cancer  treatment.  Of  her  friend,  who  sadly  lost  his  battle 
with  the  disease  in  February  2009,  she  says,  “Craig  was  a beautiful  spirit.  He  inspired  me, 
both  then  and  now.” 

One  member  of  Scott’s  team  that  year  was  Rachel  Rohland,  whose  mother  had 
passed  away  from  cancer  just  two  months  before.  “It  was  just  so  overwhelming  to  be  at 
the  event  that  first  year,”  Rohland  reflects.  “Relay  gives  those  who  are  grieving  a chance 
to  remember  loved  ones  who  battled  cancer.  At  my  first  Relay,  I fell  in  love  with  the 
whole  event  and  knew  I had  to  do  more  the  next  year.” 

Throughout  the  2008-2009  academic  year,  Scott,  Rohland  and  other  members  of 
the  Colleges  Against  Cancer  leadership  team  coordinated  a series  of  activities  to  support 
the  fundraising  efforts  of  the  more  than  500  participants.  A fundraising  rally,  posters, 
announcements,  and  even  an  effort  to  “paint  the  campus  purple,”  the  awareness  color 
recognizing  all  forms  of  cancer,  helped  propel  them  past  their  goal. 

Both  Scott  and  Rohland 
are  grateful  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  their  faculty  advisor, 

Associate  Professor  of  Biology 
Jonathon  Coren,  who  dared 
them  to  dream  bigger  about 
their  Relay  goals.  “Dr.  Jon  is 
just  so  passionate  about  this 
cause,  having  had  so  many 
people  in  his  life  who  were 
touched  hy  cancer,”  explains 
Rohland.  “It’s  just  so  moving 
to  know  that  he’s  doing  this 
for  all  the  same  reasons  as 
we  are.”

"Mennonites  in  Early  Modern  Poland  & Prussia" 

by  Peter  Klassen,  Professor  Emeritus  of  History,  California  State  University,  Fresno 

“Mennonites  in  Early  Modem  Poland  & Prussia” — the  sixth  book  in  the  Young  Center  Books  in  Anabaptist  and  Pietist 
Studies  series — brings  to  life  the  extraordinary  example  of  religious  tolerance  shown  to  the  Mennonites  and  other 
religious  minorities  at  a time  of  extreme  religious  conflict.  Through  extensive  archival  research  in  Poland,  Germany  and 
the  Netherlands,  author  Peter  Klassen  unearths  rich  material  that  has  rarely,  if  ever,  been  studied.  Klassen  demonstrates 
how  the  interaction  of  religious,  political  and  economic  factors  created  a situation  in  Poland  and  Prussia  that  permitted 
a diversity  of  religious  beliefs  and  practices.  Focusing  on  a large  Mennonite  community  in  these  countries,  Klassen 
reveals  how  the  Anabaptist  groups  were  treated  and  explores  whether  the  uncommon  religious  freedom  they  enjoyed 
gave  rise  to  a flourishing  of  their  faith  or  a falling  away  from  its  central  tenets.

"For  Kin  or  Country:  Xenophobia,  Nationalism,  and  War" 

by  R.  William  Ayres,  Director  of  the  Center  for  Global  Citizenship  and  Associate  Professor  of  International 
Relations,  and  Stephen  Saideman,  Canada  Chair  in  International  Security  and  Ethnic  Conflict  and  Associate 
Professor  of  Political  Science,  McGill  University 

The  collapse  of  an  empire  can  result  in  the  division  of  families,  cities  and  nations,  as  geographical  boundaries  are 
redrawn.  “For  Kin  or  Country”  explores  irredentism,  which  is  a political  policy  in  which  one  government  lays  claim  to 
a minority  population  residing  within  another  neighboring  country  based  on  shared  ethnic  ties — and  to  the  land  on  which 
they  live.  Irredentism  seeks  to  redraw  international  boundaries,  sometimes  by  force,  to  include  one  ethnic  group  and 
exclude  others.  The  authors  examine  explanations  for  the  causes  of  irredentism  and  for  the  pursuit  of  less  antagonistic 
policies,  including  efforts  by  Western  Europe  to  “tame”  Eastern  Europe  in  the  1990s.  Ultimately,  the  authors  find  that 
internal  politics  drive  irredentist  policy,  even  at  the  risk  of  a country’s  self-destruction,  and  that  xenophobia — a fear  or  hatred  of 
foreigners  — might  have  actually  worked  to  stabilize  many  post-communist  states  in  Eastern  Europe.  This  book  is  published  by  Columbia 
University  Press.

According  to  Director  of  Athletics  Nancy  Latimore,  the  Blue 
Jays’  impressive  nest  addresses  needs  of  the  College’s  successful 
and  greatly  expanded  Athletics  Department.  “Our  program  has 
grown  significantly  during  the  past  decade,  and  the  department 
was  bursting  at  the  seams,”  explains  Latimore.

Men's  Basketball 

For  the  first  time  since  2004,  the  Blue  Jays  advanced  to  the 
Commonwealth  Conference  championship  game,  at  which 
they  dropped  a tough  67-65  battle  with  top-seeded  Widener 
University.

Two  event  wins  and  nine  medal-winning  performances  helped 
the  Blue  Jays  to  79  points  and  a third-place  finish  at  the  MAC 
Championships,  trailing  only  conference  champion  Messiah  at 
163  points  and  DeSales  at  88  points.  Tiffany  Kulp  ’09  picked 
up  her  second  consecutive  gold  medal  in  the  mile  run  and  also 
won  gold  as  the  anchor  leg  of  the  4x800-meter  relay,  joined  by 
Megan  VanDenHengel  TO,  Kristen  O’Brien  T 1 and  Kathryn 
Howser  T2.  Kulp  participated  in  the  mile  run  at  the  NCAA 
Division  III  Championships  and  advanced  to  the  finals,  at 
which  she  finished  10th  overall. 

Men's  Swimming 

With  a squad  of  just  four  swimmers — Matt  Droh  TO,  Dan 
Provence  TO,  Kevin  Smedman  TO  and  Tom  Hagerty  ’ll  — 
the  Blue  Jays  finished  seventh  out  of  10  teams  at  the  MAC 
Championships  with  142.5  points.  Drob  was  the  lone  Blue  Jay 
individual  to  advance  to  finals,  finishing  sixth  in  the  100 
butterfly.  The  Blue  Jays  finished  with  a 2-1 1 overall  record 
and  a 2-6  mark  against  MAC  opponents,  defeating  King’s 
College  130-99  and  FDU-Florham  70-41. 

Women's  Swimming 

For  the  first  time  in  a decade,  the  Blue  Jays  finished  with  a 
winning  record  as  the  squad  compiled  an  8-6  overall  mark  and 
went  6-2  against  MAC  foes.  A 1 10-95  victory  at  Widener 
guaranteed  Elizabethtown  would  finish  with  its  best  record 
since  going  15-2  in  1998-99.  At  the  MAC  Championships, 
the  Blue  Jays  took  fifth  place  overall  with  394  points,  just 
one  point  behind  Widener.  Gretchen  Geiger  ’09  won  the 
prestigious  David  B.  Eavenson  Award  as  the  outstanding 
swimmer  of  the  championships  after  finishing  first  in  the 
100  breaststroke,  200  breaststroke  and  400  individual  medley, 
during  which  she  set  a new  school  record  of  4:46.63. 

Wrestling 

For  the  first  time  since  2005,  the  Blue  Jays  competed  at 
the  NCAA  Division  III  Wrestling  Championships  as

earn  All-America  honors  since  1996. 


Megan  Quinn  '09  is  the  23rd 
women's  basketball  player  to 
score  1,000  career  points. 
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Deron  Sharp  ’10,  at  285  pounds,  and  Tyler  Erdinan  ’12,  at  125 
pounds,  each  qualilied  by  winning  the  Metropolitan  Conference 
Championship.  Erdinan  became  the  first  Blue  Jay  since  1996  to 
earn  All-America  honors  as  he  finished  seventh  to  close  out  the 
season  with  a 33-6  record.  Erdman  had  a sensational  first  year 
as  he  finished  with  three  pins  and  nine  technical  falls  in  his 
33  wins.  Tim  Katzaman  TO  finished  22-6  with  six  pins  at  285 
pounds,  and  Jereme  Heisey  ’09  closed  his  career  with  61  total 
victories.  The  Blue  Jays  finished  with  a 5-12  overall  record 
and  placed  sixth  at  the  Metropolitan  Championships  with 
35.5  points.

Baseball 

For  the  third  time  in  four  years, 
the  Blue  Jays  won  the  Common- 
wealth Conference  tournament 
and  advanced  to  the  NCAA 
Division  III  playoffs.  The  team 
won  four  games  in  a span  of  30 
hours  to  capture  the  conference 
title,  then  won  a pair  of  games 
at  the  Mid-Atlantic  Regional 
tournament  to  finish  29-15 
overall  and  12-3  in  the 
conference.  Adam  Elartzell  TO  was 
a third-team  American  Baseball 
Coaches  Association  All-America 
selection  after  going  9-3  with 
a 2.07  earned  run  average. 

Adam  Sheibley  ’09  was  named 
Commonwealth  Conference  Player 
of  the  Year,  hitting  .317  with  four 
home  runs,  40  runs  batted  in,  and  a Division  Ill-leading  51  stolen 
bases.  Sam  Heaps  ’09  was  honored  as  conference  Pitcher  of  the 
Year  for  the  second  straight  season,  finishing  6-3  with  a 2.95 
earned  run  average  and  a league-high  87  strikeouts. 

Golf 

The  Blue  Jays  won  their  second  consecutive  Commonwealth 
Conference  Championship  with  a seven-stroke  victory  over 
Albright  College.  Kurt  Amen  TO  became  the  first  Elizabethtown 
golfer  since  1995  to  win  the  individual  championship,  as  he  posted 
a one-stroke  victory  over  teammate  Nick  Iacono  ’ll.  Amen  was 
named  conference  Player  of  the  Year,  Iacono  was  honored  as  Rookie 
of  the  Year,  and  Keith  Marks  took  Coach  of  the  Year  honors.  The 
Blue  Jays  competed  at  the  NCAA  Division  III  Championships  in 
Port  St.  Lucie,  Fla.,  and  finished  32nd  out  of  36  teams. 

Men's  Lacrosse 

Thanks  to  a defense  that  led  NCAA  Division  III  by  allowing  just 
5.62  goals  per  game,  the  Blue  Jays  set  a program  single-season  record 
with  1 2 wins  and  advanced  to  the  MAC  semifinals  for  the  fifth 
time  in  the  past  six  years.  The  Blue  Jays  finished  with  a 12-4  over- 
all record  and  took  fourth  place  in  the  MAC  with  a 7-3  record. 
Aaron  Weber  TO  was  named  first-team  All-MAC  at  attack  after 


tying  the  program  single-season  record  for  goals  with  48  and 
breaking  his  own  program  record  with  73  points.  He  also 
became  the  program’s  career  leader  in  points  with  181  and  the 
third  player  in  program  history  to  surpass  100  career  goals,  at  105. 

Women's  Lacrosse 

The  Blue  Jays  rolled  through  the 
MAC  with  a perfect  11-0  record 
before  falling  to  Messiah  by  one 
goal  in  the  conference  finals.  The 
team  finished  16-3  overall,  ranked 
20th  in  the  final  Intercollegiate 
Women’s  Lacrosse  Coaches 
Association  (IWLCA)  Division  III 
poll,  and  led  Division  III  in  scoring 
margin  with  a differential  of  plus 
10.21  goals  per  game.  As  a third- 
team  IWLCA  selection,  Katie 
Foley  ’09  became  Elizabethtown’s 
first-ever  All-American  in 
women’s  lacrosse.  Foley,  who  was 
named  MAC  Player  of  the  Year 
for  the  second  time  in  her  career 
and  is  a three-time  All-Region 
selection,  led  the  MAC  and  set 
program  single-season  records  with 
84  goals  and  115  points.  She 
finished  her  career  as  the  program’s  all-time  leader  in  goals  at  263 
and  points  at  352.  Anna  Ford  ’09 — who  ranked  sixth  in  program 
history  in  both  goals  at  83  and  points  at  129 — was  honored  as 
the  IWLCA  Scholar-Athlete  for  all  of  Division  III. 

Softball 

Facing  a rugged  schedule  that  included  six  games  against  NCAA 
Division  III  tournament  participants,  the  Blue  Jays  finished  with 
1 1 victories  and  just  out  of  the  Commonwealth  Conference 
playoff  tournament.  Outfielder  Marian  Guzik  ’09  was  named 
first-team  All-Commonwealth  and  third-team  All-Region  after 
leading  the  team  in  batting  average  at  .385,  hits  at  45,  and  runs 
scored  at  20.  Shortstop  Paige  Tanner  TO  also  was  a first-team 
All-Conference  pick  after  hatting  .363,  with  three  homers  and 
20  runs  batted  in. 

Men's  Tennis 

The  Blue  Jays  finished  12-4  overall  and  5-0  in  the  Common- 
wealth Conference,  advancing  to  the  conference  finals  where 
they  dropped  a tough  5-4  match  to  Lebanon  Valley  College. 
Manrique  Arrea  T2  led  the  Blue  Jays  with  a 17-4  overall  record 
to  earn  Commonwealth  Conference  Co-Player  of  the  Year 
honors  as  well  as  the  Rookie  of  the  Year  award.  Brok  Walker  TO 
joined  Arrea  as  a first-team  All-Conference  pick,  and  became 
the  program’s  career  leader  in  singles  victories  with  48.  Jeff 
Kirkhoff  ’09  was  second-team  All-Conference  and  advanced  to 
the  flight  three  finals  at  the  MAC  Individual  Tournament,  while 
Walker  was  a finalist  at  flight  two  singles.

The  host  Blue  Jays  finished  second  at  the  MAC  Championships, 
capturing  five  gold  medals.

Gretchen  Geiger  Makes  Record-Breaking  Splash

Swimming  with  marine  life  is  an  opportunity  that  might  happen 
once  in  a lifetime  for  most  people.  Gretchen  Geiger  ’09 — an 
Elizabethtown  swimming  team  member  who  has  interned  as 
a marine  mammal  trainer  in  the  dolphin  amphitheatre  of  the 
National  Aquarium  in  Baltimore,  Md. — hopes  someday, 
however,  to  make  it  her  career. 

Until  she  reaches  that  goal,  Geiger  has  made  a big  splash  in 
the  Elizabethtown  College  swimming  pool  during  her  collegiate 
athletic  career.  And  in  her  final  year  at  the  College,  she  was 
honored  as  the  women’s  David  B.  Eavenson  Award  winner 
as  the  Most  Outstanding  Swimmer  at  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  Championships.  Geiger  also  was  named  Middle 
Atlantic  States  Collegiate  Athletic  Corporation  Scholar- 
Athlete.  She  has  won  1 1 career  medals,  including  gold  medals 
in  the  400  individual  medley,  the  100  breaststroke  and  the 
200  breaststroke. 

At  this  year’s  championships,  Geiger’s  time  in  the  400 
individual  medley  was  4:46.63,  breaking  an  Elizabethtown 
record  of  4:47.41  set  by  Heidi  Yoder  in  1998-99.  She  took 
the  100  breaststroke  with  a time  of  1:07.77  and  added  her  third 
gold  medal  in  the  200  breaststroke  with  an  NCAA  Division  III 
provisional  qualifying  time  of  2:25.95,  winning  the  race  by 
nearly  four  seconds. 

Putting  her  impressive  accomplishments  aside,  Geiger 
enjoys  simply  being  part  of  the  team.  “We’ve  gone  on  training 
trips  and  team  dinners.  We’ve  held  root  beer  keggers  and 
Christmas  parties.  And  we’ve  had  other  great  experiences  off 
the  pool  deck,”  she  says. 


But  this  swimmer 
understands  that 
reaching  tremendous 
feats  takes  dedication, 
passion  and  self- 
control.  “I  have 
expectations  of  myself 
and  don’t  want  to  settle 
for  anything  less  than 
what  I expect,”  explains 
the  student-athlete. 

“Being  competitive 
drives  me  to  fight  in 
races.  If  I see  someone 
close  to  me  in  a race, 
it  drives  me  to  push 
that  much  harder  to 
get  ahead.” 

Geiger  says  she  has  learned  lessons  from  swimming  that 
she  can  apply  in  the  water  and  out.  “You  won’t  get  good 
results  without  putting  in  the  hard  work  and  the  dedication 
in  practice,”  Geiger  says.  “It’s  also  shown  me  that  your  mental 
state  can  be  a formidable  weapon,  so  I try  not  to  get  nervous. 

I stay  as  relaxed  as  possible  in  order  to  do  my  best.” 

Now  a graduate,  Geiger’s  time  in  the  water  will  continue. 
She  hopes  to  attend  graduate  school  to  earn  her  master’s  degree 
in  marine  biology.

Roger  Hoerl  79:  An  Unexpected  Opportunity  for  Serving 


Roger  Hoerl  79  is  in  the  business  of  quantifying  the 
_ unexpected,  the  undesirable,  and  the  improbable 
for  global  conglomerate,  GE. 

Under  the  tagline  “imagination  at  work,”  GE 
produces  a broad  collection  of  products  and  services 
from  jet  engines  to  power  generation  equipment, 
financial  services  to  water  processing,  and  medical 
imaging  to  media  content.  As  manager  of  the  Applied 
Statistics  Lab  in  GE  Global  Research’s  Computing  and 
Decision  Sciences  organization,  Hoerl  leads  a team  of 
statisticians  who  advise  the  international  business  about 
potential  opportunities,  such  as  determining  the  credit 
worthiness  of  a company  seeking  to  borrow  cash  or 
calculating  the  pricing  for  a service  agreement  on 
an  aircraft  engine.  His  work  hours  are  filled  with 
quantifying  risks,  determining  variables  and  weighing 
guarantees.  And  the  numbers  he  and  his  team  calculate 
typically  translate  to  dollars  and  cents  for  the 
multibillion-dollar  corporation. 

In  November  2006,  Hoerl  was  awarded  a once-in-a- 
lifetime  opportunity  at  GE — the  company’s  prestigious 
Coolidge  Fellowship.  Named  for  William  Coolidge,  a 
GE  scientist  whose  innovations  in  incandescent  light 
filaments  and  medical  imaging  are  still  used  worldwide, 
the  Coolidge  Fellowship  is  the  highest  honor  for  career 
technical  achievement  at  GE  Global  Research.  It 
recognizes  individuals  who  have  a demonstrated  record 
of  accomplishment  and  who  have  made  a positive 
impact  both  inside  and  outside  the  company. 

Hoerl  was  informed  about  the  honor  while  in 
Bulgaria,  where  he  and  his  wife,  Senecca,  travel  once  or 
twice  a year  to  volunteer  at  orphanages.  “I  was  stunned 


. . . almost  speechless,”  Hoerl  recalls,  laughing.  “At  the 
time,  I was  with  three  of  our  Bulgarian  contacts,  who 
speak  only  broken  English.  They  saw  the  look  on  my 
face  and  didn’t  say  anything  for  about  five  minutes  after 
I hung  up  the  phone  because  they  thought  something 
horrible  had  happened.” 

Each  year,  one  GE  employee  is  awarded  the 
Coolidge  Fellowship — which  is  accompanied  by  a paid 
six-month  sabbatical  and  travel  budget — to  study  a 
topic  of  his  or  her  choice.  When  asked  what  he’d  like 
to  study,  Hoerl’s  consideration  was  very  brief.  “In  just 
five  minutes,  I realized  that  doing  some  esoteric 
statistical  mathematics  study  just  wouldn’t  be  as  exciting 
as  studying  an  important,  relevant  topic  such  as  the 
AIDS  pandemic,”  he  says. 

Hoerl’s  interest  in  AIDS  began  during  an 
August  2006  trip  to  South  Africa  with  a friend,  who  is 
a native  of  that  country,  and  Presha  Neidermeyer,  then 
a faculty  member  at  Union  College  and  now  associate 
professor  of  accounting  at  West  Virginia  University’s 
College  of  Business  and  Economics.  The  friend — a 
pastor  of  a church  near  Hoerl’s  home — was  escorting 
Neidermeyer  and  four  of  her  students  to  South  Africa 
to  investigate  actions  the  business  community  could  take 
to  positively  impact  the  HIV/AIDS  pandemic. 

While  in  Africa,  the  team  visited  clinics,  non- 
governmental organizations  (NGOs),  local  activists,  and 
religious  organizations  and  traveled  to  neighborhoods  in 
Johannesburg,  Cape  Town  and  Masoyi  with  the  highest 
HIV-infection  rates.  Hoerl  was  profoundly  affected  by 
what  he  saw.  “Even  though  I was  warned  what  to  expect, 
actually  seeing  it  was  shocking,”  he  recalls.  “I  came  back 
from  that  trip  shaken  up  by  the  AIDS 
pandemic  and  the  suffering  that  is 
going  on.” 

The  Coolidge  Fellowship  provided 
an  opportunity  to  continue  and  broaden 
the  research  begun  during  that  2006 
visit.  Hoerl  enlisted  Neidermeyer  in 
the  effort.  “The  HIV/AIDS  pandemic 
is  like  world  hunger — one  person 
can’t  do  it.  It  will  at  least  take  two,” 
he  says,  laughing. 

The  partners  limited  the  scope 
of  their  research  to  areas  in  which 
they  had  expertise  and  could  make 
a difference.  “Neither  of  us  has  a 
medical  background,  so  we  obviously 
were  not  going  to  develop  a new 
medication  or  vaccine.  Rather,  we 
focused  on  better  understanding  the 
root  causes  of  the  spread  of  HIV  and

documenting  what  is  working  well  in  the  fight  against 
AIDS  and  what  is  not,”  he  explains. 

Underlying  their  research,  though,  there  is  a rather 
confusing  conundrum  if  you  choose  to  look  at  the 
disease  from  a purely  analytical  perspective.  “Of  the 
major  deadly  diseases,  AIDS  is  the  easiest  to  prevent 
and  to  treat.  On  paper,  if  you  just  ship  enough  medi- 
cation and  enough  condoms  around  the  world,  it  should 
basically  solve  the  problem,”  he  suggests.  “There  have 
been  hundreds  of  billions  of  dollars  spent,  and  the 
problem  hasn’t  been  solved.  Why  not?” 

To  try  to  answer  this  question,  Hoeri  read  volumes 
of  published  research  on  the  crisis  and  traveled  to  meet 
with  respected  Canadian  AIDS  activist  Jim  Cantelon, 
key  AIDS  researchers,  and  representatives  of  the  World 
Health  Organization  and  United  Nations.  In  August 
and  September  2007,  he — along  with  his  wife  and 
son — also  took  an  extended  one-month  trip  to  Africa. 
Intentionally  focusing  on  the  “front  lines”  of  the 
crisis,  they  talked  one-on-one  with  people  at  NGOs, 
orphanages  and  clinics  and  spent  time  with  those 
infected  by  HIV  or  dying  from  AIDS-related  diseases. 
During  their  trip,  the  Hoerls  were  joined  for  a few 
weeks  by  their  daughter,  who  is  a graduate  student, 
and  Neidermeyer  and  one  of  her  students. 

After  returning  home,  Hoeri  and  Neidermeyer 
continued  their  research  for  about  one  year  and  “came 
to  grips”  with  everything  they  saw  and  experienced. 
Recently,  the  pair  compiled  their  insights  in  a book, 
titled  “Use  What  You  Have:  Resolving  the  HIV/AIDS 
Pandemic,”  published  by  Xlibris  (www.xlibris.com). 

In  the  treatise,  the  researchers  make  a compelling 
case  for  five  “macro  issues”  that,  once  addressed,  may 
“turn  back  this  tide  of  death.”  According  to  the  pair,  the 
HIV/AIDS  crisis  will  be  resolved  with  the  development 
of  more  holistic  approaches  to  addressing  the  disease, 
more  economically  sustainable  plans  for  assistance 
agencies,  broader  access  to  education,  the  global 
empowerment  of  women  with  basic  human  rights, 
and  bolder  leadership  in  driving  the  dramatic  cultural 


changes  needed  to  fight  the  disease.  Interlacing  their 
points  with  personal  experiences,  the  researchers 
elaborate  in  their  book  about  how  each  of  these  issues 
should  be  addressed  and  offer  a model  for  “the  continuum 
of  approaches  to  social  investment,  from  one-time  chari- 
table contributions  to  the  development  of  economically 
sustaining  enterprises.” 

With  the  fellowship  and  the  book  completed,  Hoeri 
continues  to  be  personally  involved  in  the  crisis.  “My 
wife  and  I are  organizing  some  additional  teams  from 
African-American  churches  to  go  back,”  he  expounds. 
His  wife,  who  is  African-American,  believes  the  cultural 
similarities  between  the  visiting  church  members  and 
those  they  seek  to  help  might  aid  the  U.S.  churches’ 
work.  Through  the  visits,  “hopefully  long-term  relation- 
ships will  develop  that  motivate  these  churches  to  get 
more  active  in  addressing  AIDS  in  Africa  as  well  as  at 
home  in  their  own  communities,”  Hoeri  says. 

This  program  is  an  example  of  the  types  of  approaches 
presented  in  the  book.  “In  a lot  of  these  villages,  there  is 
no  clinic,  there  is  no  hospital,  but  there  are  five  churches 
and  two  mosques,”  Hoeri  says.  “If  every  church  and 
mosque  in  Africa  has  an  HIV/AIDS  program  that  teaches 
people  about  prevention  and  treatment  and  offers 
screening  and  testing,  it  would  go  80  percent  of  the  way 
toward  solving  the  problem  there.” 

And  solving  the  problem  is  something  about 
which  Hoeri  remains  surprisingly  optimistic,  even  after 
confronting  heart-wrenching  human  suffering  and 
analyzing  ever-rising  global  statistics.  “The  AIDS  crisis 
will  not  be  solved  any  time  soon,  but  it  can  be  solved,” 
he  emphatically  states.  “It  will  be  solved  one  village, 
one  person  at  a time.”

Paul  Weaver  ’68:  Preserving  the  Heritage  of  a Country  of  Immigrants 


Since  1886,  Lady  Liberty  has  beckoned  from  her  post 
in  New  York  Harbor  to  those  eager  to  find  a better 
life — her  promise  of  freedom  and  opportunity  drawing 
millions  to  America’s  shores. 

Beginning  in  January  1892,  the  final  leg  of  the 
journey  to  the  United  States  for  those  immigrants  passed 
through  a gateway  on  Ellis  Island,  a 27'acre  isle  about 
a half  mile  from  the  hem  of  the  statue’s  copper  gown. 
More  than  12  million  immigrants — many  of  whom 
arrived  in  the  first  dozen  years  of  its  operation — took 
their  first  steps  in  this  nation  through  the  U.S.  Bureau 
of  Immigration  facilities  there.  For  most  travelers,  the 
stop  would  postpone  the  start  of  their  new  life  by  about 
three  to  five  hours,  as  they  submitted  to  a medical 
examination  and  provided  answers  to  just  29  questions, 
including  their  name,  occupation  and  the  amount  of 
money  they  carried  with  them.  Among  Ellis  Island’s 
notable  immigrants  are  novelist  Isaac  Asimov,  composer 
Irving  Berlin,  actress  Claudette  Colbert,  and  football 
coach  Knute  Rockne.  Less  famous — but  no  less 
important  to  this  country’s  heritage  and  development — 
were  the  laborers,  small  businessmen,  cooks,  homemakers 
and  children,  who  are  the  ancestors  of  more  than 
100  million  of  today’s  U.S.  citizens. 

For  Paul  Weaver  ’68 — now  retired  vice  chairman 
of  Price waterhouseCoopers — these  two  landmarks  are 
symbolic  of  the  country  he  loves.  “The  Statue  of  Liberty 
speaks  for  itself.  It’s  the  most  visible  symbol  of  freedom 
and  liberty  in  the  world,”  Weaver  reflects.  Ellis  Island, 
he  notes,  “is  a physical,  geographic  spot  that  embodies 
so  much  of  the  history  of  this  country.” 

Weaver’s  connection  with  these  important  national 
symbols  started  at  a charitable  event.  That  evening,  he 
and  Stephen  Briganti,  president  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty —Ellis  Island  Foundation 
Inc.,  developed  an  instant  liking  for  one  another. 

Gradually,  their  conversation  drifted  to  the 
foundation,  an  organization  founded  by  former  Chrysler 
Chairman  Lee  Iacocca  to  raise  funds  for  the  restoration 
and  preservation  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  and  Ellis  Island. 
Over  the  years,  the  organization — through  the  financial 
support  of  U.S.  citizens  and  businesses,  and  in  partner- 
ship with  the  National  Park  Service  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  the  Interior — has  made  remarkable 
strides.  On  Independence  Day  1986,  Lady  Liberty’s 
100-year  anniversary,  the  public-private  partnership 
unveiled  a restored  statue  to  the  nation.  Just  four  years 
later,  after  the  largest  historic  restoration  in  U.S.  history, 
the  Ellis  Island  Immigration  Museum  opened  in  what 
formerly  was  the  main  building  of  the  immigration  center.

Weaver’s  and  Briganti’s  conversation  grew  into 
a significant  involvement  for  Weaver — one  that  has 
spanned  almost  a decade.  In  2001,  Weaver  was  asked 
to  join  the  foundation’s  board  of  directors.  And  in  2007, 
Weaver  was  named  the  foundation’s  fourth  chairman,  in 
recognition  of  his  service  to  the  organization  and  his 
leadership  ability.  For  this  Elizabethtown  alumnus,  his 
service  to  this  organization  is  a labor  bom  of  his  love  for 
this  nation  and  his  fascination  with  its  development. 

“We  are  a country  of  immigrants.  1 love  the  idea  of 
maintaining  these  cultural  ties,”  he  says,  noting  that  the 
United  States  benefits  from  these  connections  to  each 
and  every  citizen’s  diverse  heritage.  “As  a nation,  first 
and  foremost,  we  are  all  Americans.  But  yet,  we  are 
proud  of  and  connected  with  where  we  came  from.” 

During  Weaver’s  tenure  with  the  foundation’s  board, 
the  public-private  partnership  has  tackled  a number 
of  challenges.  For  example,  after  the  Sept.  11,  2001, 
terrorist  attacks,  Lady  Liberty  was  closed  to  the  public 
briefly  as  a security  precaution.  “The  foundation  was  a 
driver  in  reopening  the  statue,”  he  says,  noting  that  the 
organization  worked  to  identify  issues  and  raised  a few 
million  dollars  to  make  critical  safety  and  security  upgrades. 

Most  of  the  foundation’s  recent  efforts,  though, 
have  been  focused  on  nearby  Ellis  Island — work  that 
continues  to  be  the  primary  action  item  on  Weaver’s 
agenda  as  chairman.  “We  are  engaged  in  a continuous 
work  to  make  Ellis  Island  increasingly  relevant  in  a time 
far  removed  from  its  operation,”  he  explains,  pointing 
to  the  foundation’s  current  project,  The  Peopling  of 
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America®  Center.  A significant  expansion  of  the 
museum,  this  undertaking  will  provide  a panorama 
of  the  entire  American  immigration  experience,  with 
exhibits  dedicated  to  those  who  came  to  the  United 
States  before  Ellis  Island,  as  well  as  those  who  arrived 

post- 1954. 

According  to  the  Elizabethtown  alumnus,  a 
committee  of  notable  experts  is  advising  the  foundation 
on  the  project.  “It’s  an  incredible  group — renowned 
professors  from  around  the  country,  universities  that 
specialize  in  immigration,  and  historical  immigration 
scholars,”  he  elaborates.  The  center  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  2011. 

As  he  looks  to  the  future,  Weaver’s  thoughts  turn 
to  Ellis  Island’s  decaying  hospital,  a building  that  holds 
much  meaning  for  this  place  once  called  the  “Island  of 
dears.”  Immigrants  who  were  thought  to  have  health 
issues  were  sent  to  this  building  for  a more  thorough 
examination  or  for  treatment.  At  times,  some  travelers, 
because  of  health  problems  or  diseases,  were  sent  back 
to  the  country  from  where  they  came  or  were  held  for 
an  extended  period  in  the  hospital.  More  than  3,000 
people  died  in  this  facility  before  reaching  their  final 
destination.  Today,  the  hospital  sits  abandoned  and  in 
considerable  disrepair. 

Because  it  is  a significant  part  of  the  Ellis  Island 
experience  and  American  history,  the  hospital  remains 
in  the  forefront  of  Weaver’s  mind.  “I  hear  that  it’s 
impossible  . . . that  it  will  cost  too  much  and,  in  today’s 
world,  that  it’s  not  going  to  happen.  But  I’m  just  not 
willing  to  accept  that,”  declares  Weaver,  with  a 
certainty  bom  of  a well-conceived  plan.  “In  the 
end,  I know  that  restoring  this  facility  is  the 
right  thing  to  do.” 

It’s  this  determination  to  tackle 
tough  challenges  that  makes  Weaver 
invaluable  to  the  cause.  And  in  some

ways,  it’s  the  significant  challenges  the  cause  represents 
that  make  the  foundation  so  important  to  Weaver. 

“I  get  an  incredible  amount  of  satisfaction  seeing 
the  work  completed  step  by  step,  year  by  year — situations 
in  which  we  have  improved  not  only  the  facilities,  but 
renovated  the  buildings,”  he  says.  “If  you  don’t  dream 
big,  you  just  muddle  along.  That  principle  applies  to  my 
work  with  the  foundation,  and,  for  that  matter,  it  also 
applies  to  all  things  in  life.  Our  greatest  achievements 
occur  when  we  set  visionary  goals  and  commit  ourselves 
to  them.” 

This  capacity  to  dream  big  is  a quality  that  Weaver 
shares  with  the  millions  of  Ellis  Island  immigrants  who 
dared  to  dream  of  a better  life  and  packed  up  their 
possessions  to  venture  out  to  a new  world.  The  forefathers 
of  our  melting-pot  nation  came  here  because  this  country 
offered  hope — and  Weaver  believes  this  land  of  great 
opportunity  is  owed  something  from  each  of  us  in  return 
for  all  it  has  given.  “In  this  nation,  almost  anyone  can 
achieve  great  things,”  he  reflects.  “This  is  a gift  of 
incredible  opportunity — one  that  we  should  first 
appreciate  and  then  respond  to  by  giving  back.”

Making  a Difference 


Pam  Boteler  ’90:  Living  a Life  of  Power  and  Grace 


Only  during  the  longest  days  of  the  year  does  the  sun 
rise  before  Pam  Boteler  ’90  puts  her  craft  into  the 
water.  The  sleek,  17-foot  vessel,  built  for  speed  and  not 
stability,  appears  as  if  the  slightest  turbulence  would  flip 
it  and  send  its  pilot  into  the  crisp  water.  On  one  knee, 
Boteler  leans  forward,  powerfully  thrusting  her  paddle 
into  the  current  and  pulling  back  with  all  her  strength 
to  send  the  canoe  slicing  through  the  Potomac  River. 
Her  journey  appears  effortless,  a grace  bom  of  countless 
hours  of  practice. 

Boteler — a world-class  athlete  in  sprint  canoe — 
has  cultivated  the  excellence  and  personal  discipline 
necessary  to  win  national  competitions  and  to  medal  at 
international  contests  in  the  sport.  Her  dream,  though, 
is  to  compete  against  the  best  women  in  the  world  at  the 
Olympics.  Unfortunately,  it’s  a dream  not  realized— -not 
because  she’s  not  good  enough.  Rather,  it’s  because 
Boteler  has  chosen  to  be  among  the  best  in  a sport  the 
Olympics  reserves  only  for  men. 

The  Elizabethtown  alumna’s  desire  to  compete  has 
put  her  at  the  forefront  of  an  international  campaign  for 
gender  equity  in  Olympic  competition.  As  the  president 
of  USA  WomenCAM,  a group  of  women  and  men 
dedicated  to  creating  race  opportunities  for  women  in 
the  Olympic  sport  of  canoe,  Boteler  speaks  out  for  the 
cause,  inspiring  women  to  take  on  this  and  other 
challenges  that  seem  insurmountable. 

She  certainly  didn’t  foresee  this  destiny  in  the 
spotlight  during  her  first  days  on  the  water.  “1  didn’t 
think  I was  going  to  become  a leader  or  a spokesperson 
for  the  movement.  I actually  just  wanted  to  move  down 
the  course,  stay  in  my  lane  and  stay  up,”  she  says.  “By 

doing  something  and 
being  about  something, 

1 paddled  my  way  into  a 
leadership  position.” 

Boteler  has  a long 
athletic  history.  While 
at  Elizabethtown,  she 
participated  in  a variety 
of  sports,  running  cross 
country  three  years  and

playing  basketball  all  four  years,  which  included  a spot 
on  the  College’s  1989  NCAA  Division  III  Championship 
women’s  basketball  team.  During  her  senior  year,  she 
also  participated  in  intramural  track  and  field  during  its 
inaugural  year  at  the  College.  That  year,  and  for  several 
years  after  her  graduation,  she  was  one  of  several 
individuals  to  actively  petition  Director  of  Athletics 
Nancy  Latimore  to  create  what  is  now  one  of  the  top 
Division  III  track  and  field  programs  in  the  nation.  “I 
guess  that  was  the  start  of  my  -activism,”  she  speculates. 

After  graduating  with  a bachelor’s  degree  in  religion 
and  philosophy,  with  a minor  in  psychology,  Boteler 
continued  to  dabble  in  athletics.  She  coached  basketball 
for  seven  years  and  ran  a road  race  now  and  then.  In 
1992,  while  working  at  the  Naval  Hospital  in  Bethesda, 
Md,,  she  saw  a sign  announcing  tryouts  for  the  U.S. 
Swan  Boat  Team,  which  was  headed  to  Thailand  to 
compete  in  the  World  Championships  the  first  year  the 
Thai  government  allowed  women-only  teams  to  race. 
She  made  team,  and  they  won  silver.  Later  she  switched 
to  a similar  craft  called  a dragon  boat  and  competed  in 
Hong  Kong,  Singapore  and  Canada. 

Through  this  paddle  sport,  she  was  introduced  to 
and  became  a member  of  the  storied  Washington  Canoe 
Club,  home  to  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  successful 
Olympic  training  programs  for  canoe  and  kayak  athletes 
in  the  country.  There,  drawn  by  the  speed  of  the  smaller 
crafts,  she  switched  to  kayak. 

Boteler  remembers  the  day  Sheila  Kuyper, 

Canadian  sprint  canoe  pioneer  and  champion,  visited 
the  club  in  1998.  “I  watched  her  paddle.  She  was  a big, 
strong  woman,  and  she  was  just  so  beautiful  to  watch  on 
the  water,”  Boteler  says,  recalling  the  moment  when  the 
possibility  of  a different  athletic  future  first  occurred  to 
her.  “Before  she  came,  it  never  dawned  on  me  to  try  it. 

It  never  registered  for  me  that  it  was  an  issue  that 
women  weren’t  doing  it.  I think  having  an  image  of 
something  is  actually  more  powerful  than  someone  just 
talking  about  it.” 

A bit  of  time  passed  before  Boteler  tried  the  new, 
far  less-stable  craft.  And  her  first  ventures  on  the  water 
weren’t  pretty.  “My  first  week  in  the  boat  wasn’t  really 
in  the  boat.  It  was  falling  out  of  the  boat  at  the  dock, 
into  the  water.  Every  day.  Multiple  times  a day,”  she 
remembers,  laughing.  “In  this  age  of  instant  gratification, 
when  people  want  to  be  good  and  go,  you’re  not  going  to 
get  that  from  this.  You’re  going  to  struggle.  And  you’re 
going  to  struggle  sometimes  publicly.  [Through  this 
sport],  I’ve  learned  that  I have  more  perseverance  and 
discipline  than  I ever  thought  1 had.” 

In  2000,  it  was  announced  that  the  United  States, 
for  the  first  time,  would  allow  women  to  race  in  three

men’s  sprint  canoe  intermediate  class  events — the  1,000 
meter  and  500  meter  single  events  and  500  meter  double 
event — at  the  National  Championships.  Beginning 
with  a nine-day  training  camp  organized  by  Kuyper, 
Boteler  trained  intensively  for  four  months.  At  the 
competition,  she  became  the  first  U.S.  woman  in  history 
to  compete  against  men  in  sprint  canoe — earning  a 
bronze  in  the  Cl  Men’s  Intermediate  500  meter  and, 
along  with  Canadian  Heather  McNie,  gold  in  the  C2 
Men’s  Intermediate  500  meter. 

It  would  take  another  two  years  of  racing  against 
men  before  women  were  given  a league  of  their  own  at 
the  U.S.  National  Championships.  In  2002,  women’s 
canoe  events  were  offered  for  the  first  time  in  all  age 
categories  and  boat  classifications  at  the  nationals  level. 
There,  Boteler  struck  gold  six  times. 

Since  grabbing  the  spotlight,  Boteler  continues  to 
he  a fiercely  dedicated  and  competitive  athlete  on  the 
water — she  was  undefeated  in  U.S.  competition  from 
2000  until  2008,  is  still  undefeated  in  the  1000  meter 
event,  and  is  continuing  to  win  medals  internationally. 
Winning  medals,  though,  is  no  longer  her  primary  focus. 
Boteler  now  works  toward  advancing  the  sport  and,  in 
doing  so,  makes  a strong  case  for  a fully-level  playing 
field— giving  women  the  opportunity  to  race  in  all  of 
the  same  events  as  the  men  in  every  country  and 
ultimately  in  the  Olympics. 

“A  lot  of  people  want  to  jump  on  the  train  after  it’s 
already  up  to  speed,”  Boteler  says.  “They  don’t  want  to 
put  the  train  together,  fix  some  of  the  pieces  of  the 
track,  even  create  a new  track  for  it  to  run  on,  and 


then  actually  be  a part  of  driving  it  in  the  direction  it’s 
supposed  to  go.  That’s  hard  work.  That’s  ugly  work.  It’s 
embarrassing  work.  It’s  frustrating  work. 

“I  just  like  breaking  barriers,  smashing  stereotypes. 

I like  being  part  of  building  bridges  for  people  to  make 
themselves  better  people,”  she  explains. 

And  while  she  works  on  creating  opportunities  for 
others,  she  continues  to  work  on  herself.  “Even  if  I’m 
never  the  number-one  paddler  in  the  world,  I’ll  just  be 
the  best  Pam,”  says  the  41 -year-old  athlete.  “I’m  actually 
probably  a better  athlete  now  than  I was  in  college  or 
even  20  years  ago.  I’m  learning  to  be  more  disciplined, 
more  focused  about  every  area  of  my  life — physical, 
mental,  spiritual  and  emotional.” 

Boteler  has  reached  this  place  in  her  life  because 
she  stepped  forward  to  try  something  new — risking 
failure,  risking  embarrassment.  She  encourages  others, 
vocally  and  by  example,  to  do  the  same.  “Don’t  be  afraid 
to  try  something  that  you’re  not  good  at  because  you 
might  end  up  changing  your  world  and  maybe  even 
being  a part  of  changing  the  world  around  you,”  she  says.

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CCEDL  York  Center  Takes 
Elizabethtown  to  the  Students

When  Cortez  Dickson’s  children  heard  he  was  attending  school 
again,  they  had  visions  of  his  last  stint  of  higher  education. 
He  had  very  little  face  time  with  his  kids — rarely  home  or  busy 
studying.  This  time,  however,  Dickson,  34,  is  one  of  the  first 
students  to  attend  Elizabethtown  College’s  new  Edward  R.  Murphy 
Center  for  Continuing  Education  & Distance  Learning  (CCEDL) 
York  Center,  conveniently  located  just  10  minutes  from  his  home. 
Not  only  is  the  campus  close  but,  as  an  accelerated  learning 
student,  the  York  resident  can  take  five-week  sessions  whenever 
it  fits  his  schedule,  leaving  time  for  family  and  social  events. 

Elizabethtown  College  opened  the  York  Center,  224  St. 
Charles  Way,  on  Jan.  5,  2009,  with  three  classrooms,  a student 
and  a faculty  lounge,  and  office  space.  It’s  the  third  location 
available,  off-campus,  to  adult  students. 


Elizabethtown’s  adult  program  has  been  in  existence  for 
more  than  50  years,  says  John  Kokolus,  dean  of  the  CCEDL. 
The  first  off-campus  learning  center  was  opened  in  1951  when 
Elizabethtown,  along  with  Lebanon  Valley  College,  formed 
the  Harrisburg  Area  College  Center.  Temple  University,  The 
Pennsylvania  State  University  and  University  of  Pennsylvania 
joined  the  program,  and  in  1966  the  name  was  changed  to 
University  Center  at  Harrisburg.  Today,  the  consortium  of 
schools  and  universities,  now  called  Dixon  University  Center, 
includes  10  educational  institutions.  Joining  Elizabethtown  are 
Bloomsburg,  Clarion,  East  Stroudsburg,  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  Millersville,  Philadelphia  College  of  Osteopathic 
Medicine,  St.  Francis,  Shippensburg  and  West  Chester. 


For  Cortez  Dickson,  the  decision  to  complete  the  course  work 
necessary  to  earn  his  bachelor's  degree  was  made  easy  by  the  opening 
of  the  new  Edward  R.  Murphy  Center  for  Continuing  Education  & 
Distance  Learning  York  Center.  Located  close  to  his  home,  the  York 
Center  provides  the  flexibility  necessary  for  his  busy  lifestyle. 

In  2003,  Elizabethtown  opened  its  second  off-campus 
location,  teaming  with  Franklin  & Marshall  College,  Lancaster. 
The  partnership  was  a win-win  situation. 

The  CCEDL,  itself,  goes  back  to  1972,  adds  Kokolus, 
“existing  under  a variety  of  names.”  It  acquired  its  present  name 
eight  years  ago,  when  Kokolus  joined  Elizabethtown.  A year 
later,  the  College’s  adult  program  became  accelerated — 
delivering  course  learning  outcomes  in  five-week  focused  blocks. 
“We’re  always  on  the  cutting  edge  of  adult  learning,”  Randazzo 
says.  “We  always  look  to  grow  and  adapt  to  the  market.  John 
(Kokolus)  has  taken  this  program  to  be  the  leader  in  adult 
education  in  South  Central  Pennsylvania.” 

Randazzo  sees  this  growth  as  a way  of  expanding  the 
College’s  mission — to  reach  out  to  an  underserved  population. 
“We  want  to  bring  E-town  to  the  students,”  she  says.  “A  program 
on  the  way  down  is  not  looking  to  do  new  and  innovative 
things.  A program  that  is  growing  can  be  cutting  edge.” 

Nationally,  half  of  all  part-time  students  are  adults,  says 
Kokolus.  There  are  presently  more  than  509  adult  learners — 

23  years  of  age  or  older,  with  professional  work  experience — 
enrolled  through  Elizabethtown’s  CCEDL  at  a cost  of  $470  per 
credit,  which  is  the  median  for  accelerated  programs. 

Student  surveys  show  that  for  most,  the  return  to  school  was 
preceded  by  a life-changing  event — loss  of  a job,  change  in 
marital  status,  or  empty  nest.  Kokolus  says  the  College  has  been 
paying  close  attention  to  this  trend.  “(Adult  education)  really 
took  off  after  World  War  II,”  he  says. 

Establishing  a campus  in  York  has  created  symmetry  to 
the  geography  of  the  distance  learning  centers,  Kokolus  says. 
Harrisburg  is  to  the  West;  Lancaster  to  the  East;  and  York  covers 
the  south.  Market  research,  he  notes,  showed  a good  chance  for 
success  in  York.  “It’s  only  50  miles  from  Baltimore,  and  the  trend 
in  the  past  10  to  15  years  is  for  those  who  live  in  Baltimore  to 


move  further  and  further  out,  with  residences  in  south  York 
County,”  he  says.  “Market  research  shows  a demand.” 

York  is  the  second  fastest  growing  county  in  Pennsylvania, 
adds  Randazzo.  “A  new  location  here  seemed  natural.  We  are 
part  of  York’s  growth,”  she  explains. 

The  market  research  recommended  that  the  Center  be 
located  in  a free-standing  building,  with  a corporate  environment 
and  the  latest  technology.  The  College  looked  for  a space  that 
was  at  least  5,000  square  feet,  close  in  proximity  to  Route  83 
and  Queen  Street,  and  a Class  A business  space — “with  nice 
amenities,”  Kokolus  clarifies.  Unfortunately,  that  was  difficult  to 
find  in  already-existing  buildings. 

The  CCEDL  feels  fortunate  to  have  found  the  location  on 
St.  Charles  Way.  “It’s  a brand  new  building — very  professional,” 
says  Randazzo.  Students  who  live  in  York  and  were  driving  to  the 
Lancaster  Center  were  ecstatic,  she  says. 

Although  the  location  was  a selling  point  for  Dickson,  the 
quality  at  Elizabethtown  convinced  him  to  give  it  a try.  “Just 
browsing  the  website  really  defined  what  you  are  going  to  learn 
in  class,”  he  says. 

Dickson  had  gone  to  tech  school  after  high  school,  but 
quickly  found  that  he  “wasn’t  a fan  of  getting  dirty.”  He  began 
working  as  a group  home  manager.  He  couldn’t  go  higher  in 
the  company  without  a degree,  which  led  him  to  York  Technical 
Institute  (YTI)  for  business  management.  “I  liked  going  to 
school,”  he  says.  “I  got  my  associate  degree  at  YTI.” 

After  graduation,  however,  Dickson  realized  he  should  have 
attended  a traditional  college.  “I  looked  into  a lot  of  online  schools,” 
he  recalls.  “They  didn’t  necessarily  feel  like  scams,  but  I felt  you 
were  paying  them  to  teach  yourself.”  His  choices  were  limited,  he 
says.  “In  York  we  only  have  York  College  and  Penn  State.” 

Coincidentally,  around  that  time  he  saw  an  article  in  a York 
newspaper  about  Elizabethtown’s  plans  to  have  an  accelerated 
learning  campus  in  his  neck  of  the  woods.  “It  was  a real  eye 
opener,”  he  says.  “I  graduated  from  YTI  in  November  [2008]. 

I wanted  to  stay  in  the  groove,  but  given  the  economy,  getting 
to  Lancaster  was  a problem.” 

The  Center’s  benefits  to  York  students — proximity,  flexible 
scheduling,  accelerated  pace— are  obvious,  but  how  does  the 
College  benefit  from  opening  another  satellite  campus?  The  York 
Center  produces  revenue  for  the  College,  Kokolus  says,  noting 
that  Elizabethtown  expects  a financial  return  on  the  investment 
in  five  years.  “The  first  year  there  will  be  a loss;  the  second  we 
should  break  even;  the  third  through  fifth  we  should  build  up,” 
he  notes.  The  College  should  realize  a $200,000  per  year  return 
by  year  five.  “That’s  a big  benefit  considering  the  economic 
downturn,”  says  Kokolus. 

Besides  income,  the  College  also  gains  valuable  experience 
in  dealing  with  different  student  groups,  curriculum  and  faculty. 
“When  the  College  gains  experience,  it  enriches  the  knowledge 
base.  The  financial  gains  are  tangible,”  the  dean  says.  “The 
enrichment  is  not.” 

Though  the  Center  does  not  need  to  hit  capacity  for  full 
financial  gain,  when  all  spaces  and  times  are  filled,  there  will  be 
270  to  300  adult  learners.  Franklin  & Marshall  Center  holds  200; 
Dixon  Center,  200;  and  Elizabethtown’s  main  campus  has  space 
for  100  adult  learners. 
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After  Dickson  read  more  about  Elizabethtown  on  the 
College  website,  he  took  a list  of  detailed  questions  to  an  advisor. 
He  liked  the  answers  and  signed  up  for  the  inaugural  class.  In 
January,  Dickson  took  Foundations  for  Learning,  the  first  class 
recommended  when  beginning  the  accelerated  learning 
curriculum.  “Foundations  was  a completely  different  style 
of  learning  from  YTI,”  he  says. 

Although  it’s  intense,  the  accelerated  sessions  at  the  York 
Center  are  only  five  weeks  long.  In  addition,  adults  appreciate 
Elizabethtown’s  “step-in,  step-out”  program  over  a cohort 
program  in  which  students  move  together  as  a unit  through 
their  classes.  Most  CCEDL  students  take  4-5  sessions  per  year. 

The  success  of  the  program — which  offers  majors  in 
accounting,  business  administration,  corporate  communication, 
criminal  justice,  information  systems  and  the  EXCEL  program — 
is  shown  in  the  graduation  rate.  The  national  figure,  Kokolus 


says,  is  60  percent  over  six  years.  At  Elizabethtown,  the  rate  is  60 
percent  in  just  four  years. 

Dickson  is  set  to  graduate  from  Elizabethtown  in  2011  with 
a bachelor’s  degree  in  business  administration.  His  children,  ages 
12  and  6,  have  adjusted  to  his  return  to  school  much  better  this 
time  around  and  have  even  made  his  learning  part  of  their  daily 
lives.  “We  have  a two-hour  homework  period,  and  we  still  have  a 
social  life,”  says  Dickson,  who  is  presently  working  for  a marketing/ 
consulting  company.  In  addition  to  homework  most  evenings 
and  several  hours  on  weekends,  he  studies  and  reads  over  lunch 
at  work. 

Dickson  says  his  future  looks  more  promising,  and  thanks 
Elizabethtown  for  making  that  possible.  “I  think  Elizabethtown 
is  providing  a means  for  adult  students  to  promote  themselves 
through  education,”  he  says.  “They  can  learn,  but  can  still  be 
involved  with  family.  They  can  learn  and  still  have  a life.” 


Grand  Opening  Heralds  New  Option  for  York  County  Adult  Learners 


In  April  2009,  Elizabethtown  College  heralded  the  opening  of  its 
state-of-the-art  York  Center  at  a special  public  ceremony.  Local 
officials,  business  leaders  and  Elizabethtown  alumni  were  on  hand  to 
celebrate  the  new  center,  which  provides  a quality,  flexible  educational 
alternative  for  York  County  residents. 

The  York  Center  opened  for  classes  in  January  2009.  At  this  new 
facility,  individuals — with  professional  work  experience,  who  are  older 
than  23  years  of  age — can  complete  degrees  in  business  administration, 
accounting,  corporate  communications,  criminal  justice,  information 
systems  and  the  EXCEL  program.  The  facility  features  three  classrooms, 
a student  and  faculty  lounge,  and  ample  office  space.

Anyone  would  forgive  her  for  being  a few  minutes  late. 

After  all,  it  is  Senior  Week,  and  McMaster  has  about  a million 
other  things  to  do,  just  four  days  shy  of  graduation.  Instead,  this 
business  major — with  her  easy  grin  and  contagious  laugh — is 
taking  an  hour  away  from  her  friends  to  spend  some  time 
reminiscing  about  why  she  selected  Elizabethtown  College  a 
little  more  than  four  years  ago  . . . and  why  she  and  her  family 
now  are  making  it  just  a little  easier  for  future  students  to  make 
that  same  decision. 

Unexpectedly,  McMaster  admits  Elizabethtown  was  a “tough 
choice.”  “I  actually  visited  1 4 or  15  schools.  I applied  to  eight 
and  got  into  all  eight,”  she  explains.  “Both  my  mom  and  I were 
convinced  I was  going  to  another  school.” 

But  sometimes,  despite  what  you  and  everyone  else  thinks, 
your  heart  tugs  you  in  another  direction.  “E-town  just  drew  me 
in,”  she  reflects. 

When  asked  to  try  to  pinpoint  the  reason  for  her  decision, 
McMaster  laughs  a bit  and  says  this  important  life  choice  was 
probably  the  result  of  several  little  things,  including  a short  hand- 
written note.  “The  personal  touch  was  definitely  a key,”  she  says. 
“On  my  acceptance  letter,  one  of  the  Admissions  counselors  wrote 
something  about  my  essay.  At  other  colleges,  someone  breezes 
through  each  applicant’s  essay  and  checks  it  off  as  completed.  At 
E-town,  though,  someone  definitely  took  the  time  to  read  it  and 
get  to  know  me.  That’s  special.  No  other  school  did  that.” 

An  excellent,  well-rounded  student  in  high  school, 
McMaster  was  offered  a Presidential  Scholarship,  Elizabethtown’s 
highest  merit-based  scholarship,  worth  about  half  the  College’s 
current  tuition  rate  and  renewed  at  the  original  rate  for  each 
of  her  four  years  at  Elizabethtown.  The  award  meant  a lot 
to  McMaster— more  than  just  dollars  and  cents.  It  told  her 
Elizabethtown  wanted  her.  And  it  let  her  know  she  had  found 
her  educational  home.

Now  on  the  eve  of  her  departure  from  the  institution, 
McMaster  is  passing  along  the  gift  of  scholarship  to  future 
Elizabethtown  students.  Through  a foundation  previously  created 
by  her  grandfather,  this  Class  of  2009  alumna  and  her  family  are 
making  a gift  of  the  scholarship  dollars  she  received  during  her 
four  years  at  the  College  to  establish  the  Ashley  E.  McMaster  ’09 
Scholarship.  The  scholarship  will  be  awarded  annually  to 
a business  major  with  a 3.0  grade  point  average  who  has 
demonstrated  financial  need. 

“It’s  sort  of  recycling,”  she  says  laughingly  of  this  gift  that 
will  benefit  future  Elizabethtown  students.  “I  definitely  wanted 
to  give  back  what  E-town  gave  to  me.  I wanted  to  give  somebody 
the  opportunity  to  go  here,  to  have  the  experience  that  I’ve  had, 
and  to  feel  the  love  for  E-town  that  1 feel.” 

Helping  Students  Afford  a College  Education 

Every  year,  thousands  of  high  school  seniors  apply  for  admittance 
to  Elizabethtown  College.  From  these  applications,  we  carefully 
select  the  students,  who  ultimately  make  up  the  520  members 
of  our  incoming  first-year  class. 

These  incoming  students  are  just  as  important  to  the  College 
as  Elizabethtown  is  to  them.  After  all,  a college  is  only  as  good 
as  the  minds  it  comprises.  These  students  represent  an  important 
four-year  investment  in  the  intellectual  and  co-curricular  health 
of  the  institution.  And  they  also  are  an  important  legacy  for 
Elizabethtown— bringing  honor  and  prestige  to  the  College 
through  their  accomplishments  long  after  their  graduation. 

Unfortunately,  for  some  students,  the  only  thing  more 
challenging  than  earning  a college  degree  is  finding  the  funds 
to  pay  for  it.  This  burden  becomes  even  greater  during  difficult 
economic  times,  as  families  are  struggling  just  to  pay  their  normal 
monthly  expenses. 

Every  Elizabethtown  applicant  is  reviewed  for  a possible 
merit-based  scholarship.  The  Office  of  Admissions  carefully 
awards  scholarships  to  shape  the  class  so  that  it  prospers 
Elizabethtown’s  great  tradition  and  includes  the  minds 
and  talents  that  will  support  the  College’s  academic  and 
co-curricular  programs. 

After  merit  awards  are  made,  our  financial  aid  counselors 
work  with  families  to  determine  their  ability  to  qualify  for  need- 
based  financial  aid  from  the  College  and  from  state  and  federal 
agencies.  According  to  Vice  President  for  Enrollment  Paul 
Cramer,  Elizabethtown  works  very  hard  to  support  families  as 
they  find  the  resources  to  fill  demonstrated  need.  In  the  College’s 
tool  kit  are  a collection  of  endowed  scholarships  created  by 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  institution,  and  trustee  grants,  which 
are  drawn  into  the  College’s  annual  operating  budget  and 
supported,  in  part,  by  gifts  to  the  Annual  Fund  and  the  College’s 
normal  annual  draw  from  our  endowment. 

According  to  Cramer,  as  Elizabethtown — like  other  U.S. 
businesses  and  nonprofits — has  tightened  our  budgets  to  deal 
with  the  effects  of  the  economic  recession,  the  financial  aid 
budget  has  been  expanded.  “In  a year  when  we  didn’t  raise  most

of  our  budgets,  the  financial  aid  budget  was  one  of  the  exceptions,” 
he  explains.  “So,  in  difficult  economic  times,  gifts  to  the 
institution  are  all  the  more  important  because  there  always  will 
be  financial  need.  And  even  more  so  in  difficult  economic  times, 
those  are  budgets  that  need  to  grow  even  when  money  is  tight.” 

Robert  E.  Garrett  '49:  Creating  a Family  of  Learners 

Robert  E.  Garrett  ’49  remembers  a time  when  a college  education 
was  reserved  only  for  the  elite. 

“When  I came  out  of  high  school,  there  were  very  few 
scholarships  in  existence,”  says  Garrett.  “If  you  had  money  to 
go  to  college,  you  went  regardless  of  your  grades.  And  if  you 
graduated  as  an  honors  student  and  had  no  money  in  your  family, 
you  still  didn’t  go  to  college,  regardless  of  your  high  school 
background  or  your  position  in  your  class.” 

Garrett — who  graduated  from  William  Penn  High  School 
in  Harrisburg,  Pa. — served  in  World  War  II.  Thanks  to  the  G.I. 
Bill,  he  was  able  to  enroll  at  Elizabethtown  College  as  a business 
administration  major.  A determined  student,  he  completed  his 
degree  in  only  two  years  and  eight  months,  taking  full  loads  in 
two  summer  schools.  “Being  a business  major  and  a commuter, 

I was  limited  to  the  number  of  elective  courses.  Nevertheless  I 
still  felt  like  a kid  in  a candy  store  [when  choosing  my  college 
schedule],”  he  recalls. 

After  graduation,  Garrett  worked  18  years  at  the  Naval 
Supply  Depot  in  Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  followed  by  a couple  of 
years  at  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  Washington, 

D.C.,  and  seven  years  at  the  Naval  Training  Device  Center  in 
Orlando,  Fla.  “I  had  worked  for  the  federal  government  before 
the  war,”  the  alumnus  says.  “And  I had  an  inclination  to  return 
to  federal  civil  service.” 
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Now  retired,  Garrett  is  one  of  Elizabethtown’s  strongest 
supporters.  Although  some  of  his  contributions  are  for  “bricks 
and  mortar,”  the  alumnus  feels  strongly  about  the  importance 
of  the  scholarship  he  created — the  Robert  E.  Garrett  Modem 
Language  Scholarship.  “By  establishing  a scholarship,  you  come 
closer  to  having  a family  of  people  who  have  experienced  what 
you  have  gone  through,”  reflects  Garrett. 

As  he  considered  his  gift,  Garrett  reviewed  the  endowed 
scholarships  then  available  at  Elizabethtown.  Noticing  no  other 
scholarships  to  support  a modem  languages  major,  he  jumped 
at  the  opportunity  to  create  one  in  honor  of  Earl  Weller  ’33,  a 
teacher  who  had  mentored  him  in  high  school.  “He  encouraged 
me  to  go  to  college  before  the  war,”  Garrett  says  of  his  teacher 
and  fellow  alumnus.  “He  was,  all  of  the  time,  giving  me  E-town 
College  catalogues.” 

Weller  once  gave  Garrett  the  gift  of  his  talent  and  his 
encouragement.  And  now,  year  after  year,  Garrett  gives  his  newly 
adopted  family  of  Elizabethtown  students  the  same  gift  through 
this  scholarship  established  in  his  mentor’s  honor. 

Martha  Farver-Apgar:  Remembering  Those  Loved 

Like  Garrett,  others  have  remembered  loved  ones  lost  with  the 
gift  of  scholarship. 

As  Elizabethtown’s  former  director  of  personnel,  Martha 
Farver-Apgar  enjoyed  many  strong  relationships  with  the 
College’s  faculty  and  staff — no  two  more  significant  in  her  life 
than  that  with  her  husband,  Charles  Farver-Apgar,  the  former 
chair  of  the  Department  of  Biology,  and  her  best  friend,  Emma 
Engle,  former  registrar  and  English  professor. 

After  Engle’s  passing,  Farver-Apgar  remembers  contem- 
plating how  she  could  memorialize  someone  who  meant  so  much 
to  her.  “She  and  I were  best  friends  for  many  years.  So  when 
she  died,  I tried  to  think  of  something  nice  I could  do  in  her 
memory,”  she  says.  “Emma  really  was  very  good  with  students  in 
her  position  as  registrar.  She  guided  some  students  who  today,  I 
know,  still  talk  about  how  she  helped  them  to  do  the  right  thing 
in  their  choice  of  a career.  So,  I thought,  why  not  a scholarship 
for  an  English  major?  Her  name  would  live  on  that  way.  And  I’d 
also  be  helping  students.”  Today,  the  Emma  R.  Engle  Memorial 
Scholarship  provides  aid  to  a female,  upper-class  student  who  is

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majoring  in  English  and  maintaining  a 3.0  overall  grade  point 
average  and  a 3.0  grade  point  average  within  her  major. 

When  her  husband  passed  away  a few  years  later,  Farver- 
Apgar  believed  that  a similar  scholarship  in  his  name  would 
honor  his  contributions  to  the  College  and  his  strong  commit- 
ment to  the  students  in  the  Department  of  Biology.  The  Charles 
S.  Farver-Apgar  Biology  Scholarship  is  awarded  to  biology  majors 
with  an  expressed  interest  in  teaching  at  the  college  or  university 
level.  The  recipients  must  be  at  least  a junior  and  must  be  main- 
taining a 3.0  overall  grade  point  average  and  a 3.0  grade  point 
average  within  their  major. 

“I  think  it’s  very  important  for  good  quality  students  to  be 
able  to  go  to  college.  And  if  they  need  funds,  scholarships  provided 
by  people  like  me  can  at  least  partially  help  them  to  do  what 
they  want  to  do,”  reflects  Farver-Apgar.  “By  supporting  promising 
students,  I hope  to  bring  honor  to  the  people  in  whose  name  the 
scholarships  have  been  established.” 

Brandon  Metz  '09:  Honoring  a Legacy 

The  members  of  the  Auxiliary  of  Elizabethtown  College  enjoyed 
a wonderful  relationship  with  Otis  Kitchen,  professor  of  music 
emeritus,  during  his  tenure  at  the  College.  From  1977  until  2002, 
the  organization  worked  with  the  professor — along  with  other 
faculty  members — to  host  the  annual  Pops  Concert  to  raise 
support  for  a variety  of  needs  at  Elizabethtown,  including  student 
scholarships  and  campus  facilities. 

In  1987,  the  organization  created  the  Otis  D.  Kitchen 
Scholarship  in  their  longtime  partner’s  honor.  The  scholarship 
provides  financial  assistance  to  members  of  the  College’s  instru- 
mental ensembles,  with  preference  being  given  to  the  first  chairs 
of  each  section. 

Last  year,  Brandon  Metz  ’09  was  one  of  the  recipients  of 
this  scholarship.  As  a mathematics  major  with  a strong  interest 
in  music,  Metz  represents  the  kind  of  well-rounded  student 
Elizabethtown  is  eager  to  recruit — one  with  an  outstanding 
academic  reputation  and  who  also  brings  “something  special” 
to  the  co-curricular  life  at  the  College.  The  recent  graduate — 
who  worked  four  jobs  his  senior  year  to  help  with  his  college 
expenses — certainly  is  appreciative  of  the  support  the 
scholarship  provided. 

During  his  tenure  at 
the  College,  Metz — who 
was  principal  trumpet  in 
both  the  Symphonic  Band 
and  the  Orchestra  during 
his  senior  year  and  a former 
section  leader  in  the  Jazz 
Band — honored  Kitchen’s 
legacy  by  offering  strong 
leadership  to  the  College’s 
musical  ensembles.  “I’ve 
always  been  drawn  to  music. 
It’s  a huge  part  of  my  life,” 
he  says.  “I  consider  myself  a 
trumpet  player  as  much  as  I 
do  a mathematician.” 

This  past  year,  Metz 
had  the  opportunity  to 
marry  his  interests  as  part

of  his  senior  honors-in-the-discipline  thesis,  which  he  worked 
on  with  James  Hughes,  associate  professor  of  mathematics  and 
chair  of  the  Department  of  Mathematical  and  Computer 
Sciences.  Together,  Metz  and  Hughes,  who  also  is  a trumpet 
player,  mathematically  modeled  voice  leading  in  music,  which 
is  a decision-making  consideration  when  arranging  voices  or 
parts — namely,  how  each  voice  should  move  in  advancing 
from  each  chord  to  the  next.  The  recent  Elizabethtown  alumnus, 
who  hopes  to  go  to  graduate  school  in  the  fall,  presented  the 
research  at  this  year’s  conference  of  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania — 
Delaware  Region  Section  of  the  Mathematical  Association  of 
America.  Currently,  he  and  Hughes  are  developing  the  research 
for  publication.

Alice  Knouse:  Recognizing  Service 

While  some  scholarships 
honor  individuals,  others 
are  created  to  nurture  or 
recognize  a quality  the 
donor  feels  is  important 
to  the  student  and  to 
the  College. 

Alice  Lyons  Knouse  ’65 
loved  Elizabethtown 
College.  After  graduating 
with  a degree  in  business 
education,  she  was  recruited 
by  Professor  Ed  Bitting  for 
the  then  newly  created 
position  of  administrative 
assistant  in  the  Department 
of  Business.  For  the  next  21 
years,  Knouse  did  more  than 
work  at  Elizabethtown — she 
made  it  her  home,  adopting  students  and  colleagues  as  family. 
Tana  Lyons  Parrett  ’69  remembers  her  sister’s  affection  for 
Elizabethtown.  “Her  love  for  the  College  never  wavered,”  she 
recalls  with  a smile.  “She’d  often  joke,  ‘Even  if  they  fired  me,  I 
would  still  show  up  for  work.’  ” 

In  August  1989,  Knouse  was  diagnosed  with  cancer.  For 
a year,  she  continued  to  work  at  the  College,  taking  time  off 
periodically  for  treatment.  In  May  1990,  she  was  informed  the 
cancer  was  terminal.  “She  fought  the  cancer  until  it  was  real  to 
her  that  she  was  not  ever  going  to  be  able  to  come  back  to  work,” 
Parrett  reflects.  “And,  I think  that  was  what  quickened  the  end 
for  her,  because  this  is  where  she  thrived.” 

Parrett  recalls  her  sister’s  decision  to  create  a scholarship 
that  celebrates  a student  who  demonstrates  both  high  academic 
achievement  and  a strong  commitment  to  service.  “Through  her 
work  at  the  College,  Alice  got  to  know  students  who  had  a huge 
impact  through  their  service.  And  she  wanted  them  recognized,” 
explains  Parrett.  In  addition  to  the  service  criterion,  Knouse 
made  other  specifications  about  the  scholarship,  only  one  of 
which  was  disregarded  by  her  family — against  Knouse ’s  wishes, 
they  named  the  scholarship  the  Alice  L.  Knouse  Scholarship 
to  memorialize  this  woman  who  loved  Elizabethtown  so  well. 
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During  her  four  years  at 
Elizabethtown,  Megan  Memoli  '09  — 
recipient  of  the  I.N.H.  Beahm 
Scholarship — has  made  a significant 
contribution  to  co-curricular  life, 
including  co-founding  Faith  in 
Action,  the  College's  faith-based 
service  organization. 


Megan  Memoli  '09:  A Faith  that  Shows 
Through  Actions 

Megan  Memoli  ’09 — 
an  English  literature 
major  and  Peace  and 
Conflict  Studies  minor 
while  at  the  College — 
is  one  of  three  students 
who  received  the  I.N.H. 
Beahm  Scholarship  for 
the  2008-2009  academic 
year.  Established  by  the 
Elizabethtown  Church  of 
the  Brethren  and  named 
for  the  first  Elizabethtown 
College  president,  the 
scholarship  aids  students 
of  that  denomination. 

Running  through 
Memoli’s  interests  is  an 
undercurrent  of  themes 
consistent  with  her  Brethren 
upbringing.  “I  have  always 
been  very  interested  in 
service  and  definitely  wanted  that  to  carry  through  into  my 
college  years,”  she  says.  “And  some  of  the  courses  I’ve  taken 
and  the  conversations  I’ve  had  about  leadership  and  ethics  have 
been  very  interesting  to  me.” 

In  addition  to  working  with  the  Office  of  the  Chaplain 
and  at  the  Young  Center,  this  recent  Elizabethtown  graduate 
Co-founded  Faith  in  Action,  a faith-based  service  organization, 
during  her  sophomore  year.  She  also  was  a member  and  choreog- 
rapher for  Emotion,  a cheerleader,  a club  council  representative, 
and  a member  of  the  academic  integrity  committee;  served  on 
the  Graduation  Pledge  Committee,  and  participated  in  the 
Called  to  Lead  Program. 

While  at  the  College,  Memoli — who  hopes  to  begin  her 
professional  life  as  a probation  officer — also  volunteered  with 
the  Lancaster  Area  Victim  Offender  Reconciliation  Program  and 
the  Lancaster  Youth  Intervention  Center.  Her  experiences  with 
these  organizations  are  motivating  her  to  continue  working  with 
troubled  youth.  “A  lot  of  them  are  really  great  kids  who  just  have 
no  direction,”  she  explains.  “Probation  officers  are  in  a unique 
position  to  offer  that  sort  of  guidance  to  children  who  have 
gotten  into  trouble  in  the  past.” 

Through  her  experiences  here,  and  in  part  thanks  to  the 
scholarship  she  received  as  a member  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren,  Memoli’s  views  have  been  shaped.  “I  feel  that  my 
education  is  going  to  touch  every  area  of  my  life,”  she  explains. 
“Any  time  I read  something  in  the  newspaper  or  see  something 
on  TV,  I’m  always  looking  at  it  through  the  lens  of  the  education 
that  I’ve  gotten  and  the  way  that  I have  developed  as  a person.” 


Kathryn  Parker  '10:  A Prelude  to  International  Service 

International  business  major  Kathryn  Parker  ’10  found  out  she 
had  been  awarded  the  Dentsply  International  Scholarship  on  her 
return  from  a study-abroad  experience  in  France. 

The  award — which  was  created  by  the  company  to  aid  an 
international  business  major — was  a welcomed  surprise  to  the 


Elizabethtown  student.  “The  Dentsply  International  Scholarship 
reminds  me  that  there  are,  even  in  these  hard  economic  times, 
socially-concerned  and  active  companies.  Without  the  support 
from  this  scholarship  and  others  like  it,  students,  like  me,  may 
not  have  had  the  chance  to  pursue  our  dreams,”  says  Parker. 

“I  thank  Dentsply  for  its  generosity  and  commitment  to  aid 
students  at  Elizabethtown.” 

While  at  the  College,  Parker  has  been  involved  in 
several  organizations  and  programs,  such  as  Relay  for  Life,  the 
International  Peer  Ambassador  Program,  Faith  in  Action  and 
the  Called  to  Lead  Program.  Through  this  broad  spectrum 
of  activities,  she  has  developed  a fearlessness  toward  new

experiences.  “I’ve  learned  not  to  be  afraid  to  try  new  things, 
meet  new  people,  and,  most  especially,  be  myself,”  she  says. 

After  graduation,  this  bravery  likely  will  lead  her  abroad 
to  work.  “I  hope  to  work  with  either  the  Teach  for  America 
Program  or  go  abroad  with  the  Peace  Corps.  Why?  Well,  only 
seven  percent  of  the  world’s  population  is  college  educated,  and 
I would  like  to  take  time  to  share  the  knowledge  I’ve  been  given 
with  others  who  do  not  have  the  same  opportunities,”  she  shares. 

John  Espenshade  '71:  Celebrating  Encouragement 

Like  Parker,  Elizabethtown  College  Trustee  John  Espenshade  ’71 
also  studied  abroad  while  he  was  a student  at  the  College.  Among 
the  first  Elizabethtown  students  to  make  this  decision,  which  now 
has  become  more  commonplace,  Espenshade  spent  his  junior 
year  in  Marburg,  Germany.  “[The  study-abroad  experience]  was 
transformational  . . . probably  the  single  best  opportunity  that 
Elizabethtown  College  provided  me,  personally,  and  it  led  to 
so  many  other  wonderful  opportunities  and  experiences,” 
Espenshade  reflects.  Later,  Espenshade  studied  overseas  again 
at  the  London  Center  for  Legal  Studies  while  earning  his  juris 
doctorate  at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  Law  School. 

Espenshade  credits  a number  of  people  with  encouraging 
him  to  make  this  and  other  decisions  that  so  profoundly  impacted 
his  life.  At  the  top  of  his  list  are  his  parents,  Walter  and  Margie, 
who  raised  all  three  of  their  children — Espenshade  and  his  two 
sisters,  Janet  Espenshade  Neustadter  ’62  and  Map1  Espenshade 
Risser  ’59 — with  an  appreciation  for  education.  “There  was

never  any  question  that  we  would  go  to  college,”  Espenshade 
recalls,  noting  that  his  parents  made  the  sacrifices  to  ensure  all 
of  their  children  received  this  gift.

In  their  memory,  the 
Walter  S.  “Bud”  Espenshade 
and  Margie  E.  Espenshade 
Memorial  Fund  was 
established.  The  fund — 
which  aids  academically 
outstanding  juniors  or 
seniors  of  good  character 
with  an  interest  in 
attending  medical  school, 
law  school  or  graduate 
school — is  unique  in  that 
it  provides  students  with 
interest-free  loans  to  support 
their  education.  Students 
are  required  to  pay  back 
the  monies,  which  are  then 
made  available  to  future 
Elizabethtown  students. 

“I  think  [students]  take  a 
greater  ownership  interest  in 


their  education  if  there’s  a payback  feature  associated  with  it,” 
Espenshade  reflects.  “I  think  there’s  a deeper  appreciation  and 
a feeling  of  responsibility.” 

From  his  vantage  point  as  a College  Trustee,  Espenshade 
believes  this  feature  is  important  to  Elizabethtown,  as  it  grows 
the  endowment  in  a way  that  perpetuates  support  for  students. 
“Endowment  is  one  of  the  top  keys  to  any  college  or  university. 
This  is  our  own  small  way  of  supplementing  the  endowment 
as  a way  to  support  qualified  students  with  financial  need  with 
contributions  that  we  decide  to  make,”  he  reflects. 

Mary  Harner  Carroll  '06:  Seeing  a Different  Future 

At  the  heart  of  each  of  these  scholarships  is  a desire  to  help 
students  with  one  of  the  most  important  steps  they  will  take 
in  their  life — earning  a college  education. 

A.C.  Baugher  Professor  of  Chemistry  Emeritus  Charles 
Schaeffer  remembers  when  his  parents,  Sallie  and  Charles,  sought 
his  advice.  “They  asked  me  what  was  the  most  beneficial  thing 
they  could  do  for  the  College,”  recalls  Schaeffer.  His  answer 
influenced  his  parents’  decision  in  1987  to  create  the  Sallie  K.  & 
Charles  D.  Schaeffer  Chemistry  Scholarship,  which  aids  first-  and 
second-year  chemistry  and  biochemistry  students.  Over  the  years, 
the  fund  has  helped  more  than  20  students,  including  Mary 
Hamer  Carroll  ’06. 
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Merit~5ased  Scholars  hips  Influence  Decisions 


Often,  a prospective  student’s  decision  to  enroll  at 

Elizabethtown  comes  down  to  knowing  he  or  she  is  at 
the  top  of  our  list. 

According  to  Vice  President  for  Enrollment  Paul  Cramer, 
the  College  may  choose  to  express  interest  in  the  most  qualified 
students  through  an  offer  of  a merit-based  scholarship.  “We  are 
a more  exciting  option  if  prospective  students  feel  like  they’re 
wanted  and  appreciated,”  explains  Cramer.  “Students  getting 
scholarships  at  Elizabethtown  likely  are  getting  similar  offers  at 
our  peer  institutions.  Our  hope  is  that  the  merit-based  scholar- 
ships, along  with  Elizabethtown’s  reputation  and  personalized 
attention,  give  us  a competitive  edge.”  Additionally,  Cramer 
notes  that  scholarships  are  a helpful  tool  for  shaping  an  incoming 
class — ensuring  that  a balance  is  achieved  for  the  institution’s 
broad  collection  of  academic  and  co-curricular  programs  and  that 
Elizabethtown  “continues  to  be  an  exciting  place  to  be.” 

There  are  three  tiers  of  merit-based  scholarships:  Presidential, 
Provost  and  Dean’s  scholarships.  Merit-based  scholarships  are 
awarded  for  eight  semesters,  with  the  requirement  that  the 
student  maintains  a 2.75  grade  point  average.  Worth  about  half 
of  the  annual  tuition  rate,  the  Presidential  Scholarship  is  awarded 
to  students  who  demonstrated  excellent  academics  in  high  school 
and  have  an  outstanding  record  of  service  and  strong  leadership 
capabilities.  Recipients  of  the  Provost  Scholarship,  who  receive 
an  award  worth  about  40  percent  of  the  tuition  rate,  have  an 
outstanding  academic  record.  Dean’s  Scholarship  recipients, 


who  receive  a merit  award  worth  about  one-quarter  of  the  annual 
tuition  rate,  demonstrated  solid  academics  in  high  school  and 
are  expected  to  contribute  greatly  to  campus  life.  Throughout  the 
student’s  tenure  at  the  College,  the  value  of  the  scholarship  will 
remain  at  the  level  set  during  his  or  her  first  year. 

For  Alexandra  D’ Angola  ’10  and  Chris  Strulson  ’09, 
merit-based  scholarship  offers  positively  influenced  their  decision 
to  choose  Elizabethtown. 

In  selecting  a college, 
Alexandra  D’ Angola  faced 
some  tough  decisions. 

D’ Angola — who  was  being 
recruited  by  a less  expensive 
college  close  to  home — was 
able  to  consider  Elizabethtown 
because  a merit  scholarship 
offer  put  the  College  within 
the  range  of  her  financial 
possibilities.  “I  tell  people  that 
E-town  chose  me,  more  than 
I chose  E-town,”  she  explains. 
“It  was  such  a hard  decision. 

During  her  Finnegan  Fellowship 
internship,  Alexandra  D'Angola  '10 
is  working  with  the  Pa.  Public 
Utility  Commission  in  Harrisburg,  Pa. 
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Carroll  has  just  finished  up  her  third  year  in  a doctoral 
program  in  pharmaceutical  science,  with  a concentration  in 
medicinal  chemistry  and  natural  products,  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  An  outstanding  student,  the 
Elizabethtown  alumna  was  awarded  one  of  only  eight  American 

Chemical  Society  (ACS) 
Division  of  Medicinal 
Chemistry  Pre-Doctoral 
Fellowships  for  the 
2008-2009  academic  year. 

For  Carroll,  the 
scholarship  she  received 
from  the  Schaeffer  family 
was  more  than  just  much- 
needed  support.  It  was  a 
gift  of  encouragement  and 
validation  that  helped  her 
see  greater  possibilities  for 
herself.  “When  I came  to 
E-town,  I wasn’t  exactly 
convinced  that  I would 
pursue  a higher  education,” 
she  reflects.  “It  was  motiva- 
tional for  me  to  be  selected 


and  helped  me  to  realize  that  maybe  I could  eventually  go  on  to 
graduate  school  and  succeed.” 

Scholarships  Open  Doors 

Several  years  ago,  Carroll  made  the  choice  to  study  at  Elizabeth- 
town College.  It  wasn’t  the  easy  choice — academically  or 
financially — as  she  was,  and  still  is,  paying  for  her  own  higher 
education.  She  credits  her  association  with  Schaeffer,  who  was 
her  faculty  mentor,  and  their  research  together  with  opening  the 
door  to  her  future.  And  she  is  extremely  grateful  for  the  financial 
support  she  received,  including  the  scholarship  from  her  mentor 
and  his  family. 

Like  Carroll,  the  students  who  choose  Elizabethtown 
certainly  aren’t  taking  the  easy  road.  They  make  the  decision 
to  study  in  these  halls  around  The  Dell  knowing  it’s  going  to 
be  hard  work  and  that  both  their  intellect  and  resolve  will  be 
challenged  in  ways  never  before  tested.  During  their  four  years, 
these  students  will  be  encouraged  and  supported  by  family,  friends 
and  the  College  community,  who  make  the  journey  just  a little 
bit  easier. 

And  for  those  students  who  need  financial  assistance,  a 
number  of  individuals  and  organizations  also  are  lending  a hand 
so  that  the  students  don’t  have  to  walk  away  from  their  dream 
just  because  of  dollars  and  cents.

But,  money  talks  a lot.  And,  E-town  had  the  education  and 
opportunities  I really  wanted.  I knew  it  had  to  be  E-town.” 

Since  her  arrival  on  campus  three  years  ago,  D’ Angola — 
a political  science  and  philosophy  major  who  just  finished  her 
junior  year — has  excelled  academically  and  in  her  co-curricular 
life.  A member  of  Student  Senate  and  the  Peer  Review  Board,  an 
officer  in  the  College  Republicans,  and  a participant  in  the  Called 
to  Lead  program,  D’ Angola  is  a recognized  student  leader  of  her 
class.  This  summer,  she  was  one  of  only  four  college  students 
statewide  to  be  offered  both  a summer  internship  and  scholarship 
award  through  the  prestigious  James  A.  Finnegan  Fellowship. 

Looking  forward  to  returning  in  the  fall,  D’ Angola  thinks 
she  made  the  right  decision  in  her  choice  of  colleges.  “I  think  the 
tiling  I appreciate  most  is  that  my  faculty  are  not  just  teaching 
me  skills  for  a specific  career  path;  they  are  teaching  me  skills  and 
knowledge  for  whatever  I want  to  do,”  she  says.  “I  honestly  can’t 
imagine  those  opportunities  anywhere  else.  At  Elizabethtown, 

I’ve  found  people  who  care  about  me  and  who  are  willing  to  do 
whatever  it  takes  to  help  me  succeed.” 

For  recent  graduate  Chris  Stmlson,  Elizabethtown  was  his 
first  choice  of  schools.  The  scholarship  award  just  cemented 
the  decision.  “E-town  was  always  somewhere  where  I was 
comfortable,”  says  Strulson.  “I  actually  was  offered  similar 
scholarship  money  at  the  other  school  1 was  considering. 

E-town  was  willing  to  match  that  and,  at  that  point,  it  was 
pretty  clear  that  1 would  come  to  E-town.” 

An  outstanding  student,  Stmlson  was  actively  involved  in 
a broad  diversity  of  activities  while  at  Elizabethtown.  He  sang 
in  Phalanx,  the  all-male  a cappella  group;  played  intramural 
sports;  tutored  in  chemistry,  calculus  and  biology;  and  worked 


as  a research  assistant  in  the 
Department  of  Chemistry 
and  Biochemistry.  “E-town 
plays  host  to  so  many 
personalities,”  he  reflects. 

“You  don’t  have  to  fit  into 
one  mold  to  go  here.” 

He  credits  Assistant 
Professor  of  Chemistry 
Kristi  Kneas  with  providing 
him  the  direction  and 
encouragement  that  have 
prepared  him  for  life  beyond 
Elizabethtown.  “Coming  into 
biochemistry,  I wasn’t  sure 
whether  1 wanted  to  pursue 
chemistry  or  medicine 
as  a career.  After  having 
Dr.  Kneas’  class,  I was  sure 
I wanted  to  stick  with 
chemistry,  and  she  has  been  my  research  advisor  ever  since,” 
he  says.  “Dr.  Kneas  has  been  great  in  terms  of  providing  guidance 
and  helping  me  to  mature  in  my  studies.” 

As  Stmlson  looks  forward  to  beginning  a doctoral  program 
in  chemistry  at  The  Pennsylvania  State  University  this  fall,  he 
leaves  Elizabethtown  feeling  prepared.  “I  have  had  a chance  to 
visit  graduate  schools  and  work  on  a professional  internship,  and 
1 feel  like  my  education  is  right  on  par,  if  not  better,  than  that 
received  by  other  students  in  terms  of  theory  and  technical 
knowledge,”  he  says.

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Encouraging  Entrepreneurship 


Charles  Ebersole  ’86  has  spent  a lifetime  resisting  the 
. temptation  of  easy  labels,  and  now  he’s  hoping  to 
encourage  Elizabethtown  students  to  consider  doing  the  same. 

Instead  of  taking  a job  with  a bank  or  corporation  upon 
graduation,  Ebersole  chose  to  drive  a moving  truck,  albeit 
temporarily,  until  he  found  the  place  he  needed  and  wanted  to 
be.  “I  just  didn’t  feel  it  was  the  right  thing  to  do  to  pretend  I was 
starting  a career  that  I had  no  intention  of  following  through 
with,”  he  remembers.  “1  wanted  to  research  a business  to  start 
or  look  for  one  to  buy.  So,  when  I was  out  driving,  I would  have 
four  or  five  days  alone  to  work  on  planning  and  research.” 

Today,  he  and  his  wife,  Cynthia  Lyons  Ebersole  ’85,  are 
living  an  entrepreneurial  life  in  Souderton,  Pa.  The  Elizabeth- 
town alumnus  owns  a broad  collection  of  business  concerns, 
the  flagship  of  which  is  Eastern  Diversified  Services,  a fire-  and 
water-damage  restoration  company.  Cynthia — an  occupational 
therapist — voluntarily  offers  her  skills  to  develop  and  facilitate 
programming  for  nonprofits  such  as  Joni  and  Friends,  an  organi- 
zation founded  by  Joni  Eareckson  Tada  that  provides  support 
services  for  individuals  with  disabilities  and  their  caregivers. 

The  pair  enjoys  a cubicle-free  lifestyle,  which  functions  in 
“uncharted  territory  all  the  time.”  Within  the  context  of  a day 
during  which  there  are  no  boundaries  between  work  and  play, 
they  have  the  flexibility  to  spend  time  with  their  children  and 
other  favorite  activities,  while  exploring  their  professional 
pursuits.  “My  best  days  are  when  we’re  strategizing  and  putting 
the  rubber  on  the  road  in  an  imagined  sense,”  Ebersole  explains, 
noting  that  it  takes  a healthy  amount  of  self-confidence  and 
steely  resolve  to  operate  “in  the  absence  of  mainstream 
measures”  by  which  to  gauge  success. 

Although  Ebersole  believes  the  life  he  and  his  wife  have 
chosen  isn’t  for  everyone,  he  is  positive  there’s  untapped 
entrepreneurial  potential  in  the  world  . . . and  at  the  College. 
“That’s  where  this  country’s  advancements  and  our  innovations 
will  come  from,”  he  reflects.  “It  doesn’t  take  everybody  being 
an  entrepreneur.  It  takes  a few  more.  And,  I believe,  for  those 
few,  it’s  just  a matter  of  a decision.” 

Recently  the  Ebersoles  created  the  2008-2009  Elizabeth- 
town College  Entrepreneurship  Scholarship,  through  which 
they  have  made  grants  to  two  students — recent  graduate 
E.  Adam  Quinn  and  rising  senior  Elizabeth  Albitz.  “A  lot  of  my 
motivation  for  the  scholarship  is  to  encourage  students  who  may 
not  have  an  easy  label  to  put  on  themselves  and  who  probably 
need  a push  over  the  top  to  get  out  of  the  box  and  take  a risk,” 
he  explains.  “Entrepreneurship,  I don’t  believe,  is  something  that 
can  be  taught.  It’s  something,  though,  that  you  can  nurture, 
foster,  and  encourage.”  As  a returning  student,  Albitz  also  will 
have  the  opportunity  during  her  senior  year  to  participate  in  a 
mentoring  relationship  with  the  alumnus. 

Albitz  and  Quinn  are  like  the  Ebersoles  in  that  they  are 
being  pulled  toward  a non-traditional  career  path. 

Quinn— a recent  graduate  who  majored  in  business,  with  a 
concentration  in  marketing,  and  minored  in  communications — 
would  love  to  produce  a specialty  magazine  focusing  on  Central 
Pennsylvania’s  craft-brewing  industry,  believing  that  niche  print 
publications  will  continue  to  have  a place  in  an  increasingly 


digital  world.  As  he  now  considers  opportunities  post-graduation, 
Quinn  says  he  is  honored  by  his  selection  for  the  grant  and  plans 
to  use  the  funding  to  support  research  for  future  pursuits.  “Being 
selected  boosts  my  confidence,”  he  reflects.  “I  feel  better  as  I 
tackle  my  daily  business  endeavors.” 

Albitz — a business  administration  major,  with  a concen- 
tration in  entrepreneurship  and  a minor  in  anthropology — 
dreams  of  owning  her  own  bed-and-breakfast  in  10  or  15  years. 

“I  want  to  be  able  to  create  those  types  of  experiences  for 
people,”  she  says.  “I  really  enjoy  Virginia.  I would  like  my  bed- 
and-breakfast  to  be  in  a wooded  area,  near  a mountain  or  a river, 
with  a lot  of  outdoor  recreation  opportunities  available.”  While 
the  grant  is  very  exciting  to  Albitz,  the  opportunity  to  work  with 
the  Elizabethtown  alumnus  is  even  more  exciting,  as  it  will  offer 
her  an  opportunity  to  tap  into  his  business  acumen. 

Ebersole  also  looks  forward  to  mentoring  our  students  and 
is  curious  about  how  that  aspect  of  the  program  will  evolve. 
“Mentoring  is  the  hard  part  [of  this  program].  I don’t  know  what 
that  looks  like  yet,”  he  says.  “To  make  this  grow,  we  need  other 
mentors.  I’ve  spoken  with  some  other  alumni  who  I feel  are 
really  qualified.” 

As  this  program  evolves,  it  is  important  to  the  Ebersoles  that 
it  “doesn’t  get  pigeon-holed”  in  the  business  disciplines,  as  they 
believe  entrepreneurial  thinking  is  important  in  all  walks  of  life. 
“For  the  pastor  who  wants  to  take  his  congregation  to  some  place 
they’ve  never  been,  he  or  she  needs  to  think  entrepreneurially.  To 
the  engineer  who  wants  to  invent  something,  he  or  she  needs  to 
think  entrepreneurially,”  Ebersole  explains.  “I  don’t  want  to  see 
it  be  about  business  and  about  making  money.  I want  to  see  it  be 
about  fulfillment  of  ideals.  I want  to  see  it  be  about  excellence, 
about  creativity,  about  innovation — no  matter  what  you’re  doing.”

Brittany’s  Hope  Foundation’s  determined  efforts  to  find  homes 
for  the  145  million  children  languishing  in  institutions  and 
orphanages  around  the  world  seems  a bit  like  David’s  fight  against 
Goliath.  With  the  support  of  an  enthusiastic  and  committed  group 
of  Elizabethtown  College  alumni,  though,  the  organization  is  finding 
success  in  tackling  this  crisis  one  abandoned  child  at  a time.  On 
May  3,  these  alumni — along  with  Elizabethtown  faculty,  staff  and 
students — joined  the  families  and  adopted  international  children 
that  Brittany’s  Hope  has  helped  at  the  fifth  annual  Walk  of  Love.

About  this  year’s  Walk  of  Love , Bahn  says,  “This  signature  event  is  one  of  a series  of  fundraisers  for  Brittany’s  Hope.  The  Walk  of  Love 
builds  awareness,  raises  funds,  and  celebrates  the  lives  of  these  families.”  The  event — which  drew  adoptive  families  from  as  far  away  as 
Michigan — raised  almost  $33,000,  which  will  be  used  by  the  organization  to  provide  child-specific  adoption  grants  for  international  special- 
needs  children  and  offer  humanitarian  support  through  nutrition,  education  and  medical  intervention  programs;  child  sponsorship  opportunities; 
and  other  projects. 

A former  preschool  teacher,  Diener  began  volunteering  with  Brittany’s  Hope  several  years  ago.  “I  have  always  loved  children  and 
thought  that  it  would  be  a good  match  to  be  involved,”  recalls  Diener.  “As  I process  paperwork  [for  the  organization],  I think,  ‘What  a 
wonderful  opportunity  for  a young  family.’  And  with  that  in  mind,  I continue  to  help  in  any  little  way  I can.” 

For  Bahn,  the  motivation  for  her  service  to  this  organization  can  be  found  on  the  faces  of  the  adopted  children.  “Once  you  see  the 
children,  who  previously  had  no  hope,  playing  at  the  Walk,  you’re  hooked,”  Bahn  reflects.  “They  have  these  huge  smiles,  along  with 
brothers,  sisters  and  a loving  family.  It  just  captures  you  and  invokes  determination  for  those  still  in  need.” 

Fhe  Walk  of  Love  has  been  held  the  past  four  years  at  Elizabethtown  College,  typically  taking  place  on  the  track.  As  a result  of  inclement 
weather,  this  year’s  event  was  moved  to  Thompson  Gymnasium,  a move,  both  Bahn  and  Diener  claim,  that  only  enhanced  the  closeness  of  the 
event.  “As  alums,  it  means  a lot  to  us  that  our  alma  mater  would  host  this  event,”  says  Bahn.  “Every  year,  it’s  wonderful  to  see  so  many  faculty, 
staff  and  students  participating  for  this  worthwhile  cause.”

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Mary  Larzelere  '07:  Elizabethtown 
is  Never  Far  Away 


After  graduation,  Mary  Larzelere  ’07  traveled  about  180  miles  across 
1 \ Pennsylvania  and  another  7,500  miles  across  the  globe  in  her  quest  to  serve. 
On  the  eve  of  her  next  journey,  the  Class  of  2007  alumna  pauses  to  reflect  on  the 
road  that  has  brought  her  around  the  world  and  the  Elizabethtown  connections 
she’s  encountered  along  the  way. 

In  her  final  semester  before  graduating  from  Elizabethtown  in  January  2007, 
Larzelere — who  majored  in  psychology  and  minored  in  social  work — became 
interested  in  international  development,  while  taking  Department  Chair  and 
Associate  Professor  of  Social  Work  Susan  Mapp’s  International  Social 
Development  class.  During  a conversation  with  her  mentor,  Larzelere  expressed 
her  interest  in  the  topics  with  which  they  were  wrestling  in  class.  “Dr.  Mapp 
paused  and  said,  ‘You  realize  you  can  get  your  master’s  degree  in  this,  right?’  ” 
recalls  Larzelere.  That  semi-rhetorical  question  broadened  into  a discussion  of 
programs  and  some  recommendations  for  colleges  and  universities  in  which 
Larzelere  might  consider  enrolling. 

Larzelere  chose  the  master’s  program  in  international  development  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh.  In  addition  to  their  course  work,  all  of  the  program’s 
students  are  required  to  complete  an  internship.  In  considering  locations  for 
her  internship,  Larzelere  knew  where  her  heart  was  leading.  “1  have  been  really 
involved  in  Lobby  Day  for  Northern  Uganda  in  Washington,  D.C.,  so  I hoped 
to  find  an  internship  in  the  country,”  she  explains.  “Unfortunately,  I didn’t  really 
know  how  to  get  started.”  Through  a conversation  with  a Zambian  visitor  to  this 
country,  she  eventually  connected  with  the  head  of  a small  community-based 
organization,  called  United  Youth  Action  for  Progress,  in  Uganda. 

“As  part  of  the  organization’s  two  main  programs,  I did  agricultural  training 
and  helped  with  agricultural  support  for  about  300  farmers,”  she  explains.  “The 
organization  also  had  a vocational  school  that  taught  tailoring.”  As  she  worked 
with  agriculture  groups  in  internally  displaced  persons  camps  and  with  former 
female  abductees,  Larzelere  conducted  research  on  sexual  behavior  among  youth 
to  help  with  the  development  of  HIV  prevention  programming. 

During  her  10- week  tenure  in  the  country,  she  also  spent  time  working  with 
the  Grassroots  Reconciliation  Group  and  Respond  ReNUH  to  “gain  a broader 
experience  working  with  small  non-governmental  organizations  in  the  area.”  Just 
a few  days  before  she  was  to  return  to  the  United  States,  Larzelere  met  a woman 
named  Susan  Widders  Kingston,  who  graduated  from  Elizabethtown  in  1990. 
Kingston  was  at  the  beginning  of  a year-long  volunteer  sabbatical,  which 
involved  working  on  a variety  of  public  health  and  education  programs. 
Kingston’s  journey,  which  began  in  Uganda,  would  eventually  take  her  to 
Morocco,  Palestine,  Myanmar  and  Laos.  The  two  Elizabethtown  graduates  spent 
the  rest  of  the  day  together,  thousands  of  miles  from  their  alma  mater,  visiting 
a women’s  livelihood  project  for  child  mothers  and  former  child  soldiers,  and 
learning  how  to  make  jewelry.  “It’s  amazing  that  in  the  middle  of  Africa,  I’d 
meet  another  E-town  alum,”  Larzelere  says.  “It’s  such  a small  world!” 

Larzelere  returned  to  the  United 
States,  finished  her  master’s  degree 
in  May  2009,  and  now  is  searching 
for  her  dream  job  as  an  international 
development  consultant.
